I have your letter of the 30th ultimo, rel- 
ative to the establishment of a eummer school at Meberly 
Lake and enclosing a list of the equipment required. 


The Department withheld reply to your letter 
until an opportunity was obtained of discussing the matter 
with His Lordehip the Bishop of Grouard. He has approved 
of a school being conducted for approximately a three or 
four month period during the coming scwmer. it ie noted 
that the Provincial authorities have eignified their 
willingness to permit the use of the school situated half 
way between the two reserves. 


The Departrent will approve of the appointment 
of lire Lioyd Gething as teacher and will allow Galery 
at the rate of $90 per teaching month. You may arrange 
with him to begin duties as teacher of the sumer echool 
at ae @arly a date as possible. Mr. Gething should be 
infomed that he is not to give any religious inetrvetion. 
It ie noted that the regular holidaye of the white school 
are for two monthe, vise: July and August, but it will be 
satisfactory, as far as thie Department is concerned, for 
the temporary Indian euwimer school to be conducted during 
Septenber and October, together with Mr. Gething's other 
pupile, when they return about Septenber first. 


Mr. Gething should prepare a return, on the 
form for that purpose, giving the names of the Indian 
children only, and forward same at the end of each month, 
through your office, when a cheque in payment for the 
salary due will be sent.

The question of education for the Bear-Lakers, or 
Klappan Indian children, some families of which number to 
13 - 12 - & 9, etc., is yet to be solved. It most certainly 
requires attention, and the sooner it is taken in hand the 
better. It hurts your Agent to see all these children 
growing up without some sort of training. 


The Rev. Father E. Allard, O.M.I., is really in charge 
of their social wellfare, at least he maintains he is, but 
nothing up to now has been accomplished. It is regarded by 
this office that Father Allard has even more than he can 
attend to down at McDames Creek, and cannot attend to matters 
in and around Telegraph Creek. 


As is usual, the R.C. Mission has been building all 
sorts of Mission Houses, and the Church in Dry Town has now 
an excellent addition joined to the Church itself.

Dear Mr. Reed,- 


In anewer to your letter of September 13, with refer- 
ence to the Indians across the river, I will readily now put in 
writing what I have already stated many times in the course of 
my conversations, that the best place - in every way ~ to my mind, 
for those Indians is in their respective hunting and 
grounds, away from the contact of too many other Indians and from 
the white people. This gould also apply to other Indians hanging 
around here. Unfortunately, as you know, many of them - if not 
all of them - have always considered themselves of Telegraph Creek 
too: they come here to trade almost every year, they have property 
in Dry Town, most of them are closely related around here. True 
our church was built for their convenience as well as for others, 
but I an not trying, you may reset assured, to hold them 
unreasonably hanging around town. You are not unaware that as 
goon as I got back from inside I told them in the church that it was 
grand time for them to wo back to the woods. It is rather difficult 
for me to see my way to go after them myself in a much stronger way 
than I have already done. However, if it was possible to have them 
atay at Cariboo Hide or Klappan every summer there is no doubt 
that our church would be too glad to send some one to visit them 
regularly and also if possible to start a sumer school for their 
children same as it is done now with the assietance of the Indian 
Department at McDames. 


If I can otherwise be of some assistance will you 
kindly let me know.

with further reference to our visit of 
inspection across the River to the Bear Lake Indian 
Reserve, this letter is to ask your opinion and advice as 
to how, for the future, these people can be saved from 
again being in a wretched atate of existence in which we 
found them. 


Not least, we noticed over 25 children 
running wild, with no schooling whatsoever, and such a 
atate of affairs cannot go on. These ehildren, as you 
know, are not fit to attend the Provincial School 
within the Townsite. 


Nearly all these Indians belong to your 
Church, and therefore your advice is respectfully sought, 
so that some relief can be arrived at. It is most 
respectfully and humbly thought that a school, such as 
you have been so aguceessfully conducting at McDames Creek, 
situated out in their cwn country - that of Klappen, would 
be the ideal thing, and so if possible, during the sumer 
months, keeping these large families, with their grown up 
girls, away from the Town of Telegraph Creek. It would 
be considered a favour if you could give this office some 
advice on the matter that could be forwarded to the 
Department for their consideration.

Aired. We will have no funds to provide or fit up a 
Hing, but it is hoped that Father Allard would be able 
e@ suitable arrangements for classroom accommodation.

ptember 30th following, this would meet the needs. 


This school would be conducted under the auspices 
supervision of the Roman Catholic Church authorities. I 
puld request that, in due time, you forward a requisition 
br the classroom material required and also forward a 
howination of a suitable teacher from His Lordship Bishop 
Bunoz or Father Allard. When forwarding the Fequisition, you 
should state the arrangements that can be made to provide 
classroom asi ciimodation and the number of Indian children who 
Y rw iikely to attend.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your very 
considerate letter, dated November, 1] st. in regard toa 
proposad School for the’ Klappan Indianss known as “bear- 
Lakers® that inhabit the district south of telegraph vreek. 

The Rev. #ather. S. Allard. O.M.1g at present here, has 
been interviewed several times, regarding the subject, and 
he fully concurs with the view held by this Office, that the 
correct location for the school should be out in their own 
country of the Klappan River. 

A rather good map has been given the xev. rather showing 
the, at present considered, best location - that of the ttes- 
erve - Lot No 5972. at Kluachon Lake, which is at the head 
water drainage of the Tekut and Flappan Kivers, and is just 
50 miles away from +elegraph Creek. Here exists a natural 
play-ground for the Indians, containing an abundance of @11 
their requirements, and moreover is actually within their 
own registered ‘irapping Grounds. 

As the Rev Father has decided to pass the winter in this 
upper country, it has been suggested to him, that he runs 
out to Bulkley Lake, 20 miles distant, and visit the large 
camp of Indians that are passing the winter at this spot, 
and go into the matter with them. Your Agent intends to do 
this, as soon as possible, and it is now expected that the 
Indians will very readily fall in with the scheme, and 
offer mech help. father Allard reports that there are in 
all. 28. youngsters that could attend school, and many more 
coming along soone 

His Lordship bishop Bunoz is to arrive here ebout June 
the 15 Bh, next, and the Indians have been instructed to 
come in for services etc. Then some definite arrangement can 
be arrived at, but up to then it is almost impossible to do 
much,but gather information. ‘this of course will be done, 
and perhaps be so successful that it might be possible for 
His Lordship to bring along with him, the assistant that wil 
have charge of the proposed school, and that some action 
could be taken right away, during the bishop's visit. 

here-so-ever the location is to be, a school house will 
have to be constructed. the matter was mentioned to the ind- 
ians last summer, and they stated that it would be nothing 
to them, to put up a very fine Cabin, rerhaps four windows 
with a couple of doore might be requested, but that would be 
all they would need, there are at present four new Vabins 
near this spot, which will induce this sand to have their 
school near-by. 
As the whole matter proceeds it shall be reported upon) 
but it is impossible for rather Allard to take charge of a 
school, this winter, at the present Indian Camp, for he wish 
to remain in twwn, and give attention to his local residents. 
It is desired to submit to the Department, the Agent's 
many thanks for the valuable assistance that has been afford- 
ed his Agency.

Your note regarding a meeting that hus been 
held in your Mission in regard to the proposed Sehool for the 
Klappan Band of Indians, has just been received, it is & pleis- 
ure for this Office to learn that the matter seems to be now 
actually under way. It is regretted that I was not present, for 
there are many muttors that must be gone into ere the indians 
start to work on the project. Dougan Dennis did call at the 
Indien CYfice «efter your meeting, and agreed that the matter 
must be gone into slowly, to be permantly good for ull concer 
ned. 

rhe first matter of note would be < the loeation - hich 
Luke have they sgreed upon - is it & Heserve - do they know 
where the losts are - und lastly is it « «& od - the best loca- 
tion and somewhat "fire-proof". 

If it is on the edge of a lake or neur by, the cutting of 
Logs ete coulda be undertaken at anytime, una they could then be 
floated along the lake. erhaps a Leg School | cuse would be 
better - cheaper & warmer than @ “whip-sawed" cabin or house, 
especially if it is to be ior winter's use. 

Is the School to be run all the Year around, or during the 
summer - or the winter. ihe latter idea appeals to most of them 
ug it would free them to con vinue sieiy Yrupping and so produce 
the necessary Ksvenue - a ti ing, huru to do in the summer. 

Then wno will be neir inetruct or, de jou know if your 
much respected Bishop is willing to bring up sene om apsistant- 
some person that understands such matters ana 1: llling to go 
out there and give his careful attention, and advice. ihis is 
most important for a village is really being started, en i111, 
1 have little doubt, turn out to be & great success, even more 
60 than is possible at Mc Yemes Ureek Mission. 

There ig ne intention on the part of the indian vepartnent 
te stop tie indians coming in to telegraph Creek for sensible 
reasons, such as working lor on errengeu joo - selling their fur 
and obtaining provisions ete~- in to see the Joctor ete etc, but 
the Department will not allow ef their coming to own ana laying 
around, with their Girls etc, the way they did lest summer, that 
was a disgrace, and complaints were laid against such conduct 
by the other Indians of the fahltan Band. Dougan Lennis agrees 
to all this, anu has so stated. 

As preveiously otated, it would indead be a very fine act, 
if you could see your way clear, when the trail are in good shap 
te go out to the Location and give it your experienced look-over,| 
then we would be assuryed that they have not too eagerly selected 
the wreng spot. 

You are quite correct in stating that the Department will 
help this project forward to the best of their ability

Dear Father Allard, 


I beg to submit, hereunder, a copy of a letter 
received in the last mail in regard to the proposed Klappan 
School, for the Indian Children of that District. 

“I have your letter of the 30 th. ultimo, with reference to 
the proposed summer school for the benifit of the Klappan Indian 
children, who inhabit the district south of Telegraph Creek. 

It is noted that Kev Father Allard and yourself consider the 
best location for this school would be at Kluachon Lake and that 
there would be approximately, 28 children who could attend. 

It is further noted, that #ather Allard will endeavour to 
have the Indians erect a suitable building. If this can be 
made ready in time to conduct classes next summer, the “epart- 
ment will allow a grant for teacher's salary, as you were ine 
formed in Official letter of the first ultimo. 

I shall be pleased to hear from you at a later date, regardif 
the progress made in arranging for facilities for carrying on 
a Summer School. the name, ‘qualifications, etc, of the teacher 
nominated by His “ordship Bishop Bunoz should be forwarded in 
due course, as well as a requisition for any classroom supplies 
required, 

The Department will await a further commnication from you 
stating what has been done towards having the school started,

Several letters have passed on this matter, but again, as 
perhaps you are going "below" this Spring you would like to go 
into the matter with His Lordship Bishop Bunoz. I can only sug- 
gest that it would be nice to have the Teacher here in the Sprirf 
and to proceed out to the location with the Indians and in that 
way, it is felt certain that the buildings etc, would be errect- 
ed in short order. Dougan Yennis promised this Office as much 
when he came here regarding Relief matters that were granted him 

If you have any more information regarding this matter, or if 
you have any ideas that you think the Vepartment should be acqu- 
ainted with, will you please instruct this Office in such.

Dear Sir, 


I have your two letters of Jan. 7 th and also 
the one you sent this afternoon. 

It is with pleasure to hear that the Yepartment has kindly 
granted almost all we asked for Mc Dames. As suggested in 
your letter 1 am ready to take upon myself to order the 
things wanted, and as requested by the Department the expen- 
diture shall be covered by accounts in triplicates. 


In regard to nominating a veacher for the proposed 
school at Kluachon Lake i have not heard any thing yet from 
lis Excellency S5ishop Bunoz. 


Personally, it appears to me those indians are not very 
much enthused about having a school out there. 4 had hardly 
sent my note of January 2 nd to you informing you of our 
meeting in regard to that school that most of them came back 
to me individually and said they did not like it “that it 
appeared as if some one wanted to keep them in the woods" ete 
etc. Dougan himself came to tell me they were also telling 
him the same things. ne was going to send me the consent 
of John Calbraith, Guy xKeid, Bell. He has not done so yet 
because apparently they are no more in favour of the idea tha 
the others. By pushing a thing too much sometime one kills 
ite So perhaps it is better to let this question drop till 
the Spring when they will all be in and can be approached 
again.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated 
December 14 th 1934, in regard to the proposed k.C, Mission 
School for the children of the Klappan indians, to be, if 
possible established out in their own country of Klappan. 

Submitted are two sets of letter regarding the arrange- 
ments as far as they have progressed up to date. 

It will be seen that the matter has received a “check* 
the real reason being yet unknown. it igs thought that the 
Klappan Indians whilst in during the New year, to bury 
Norman “ennis an indian Lad, and also to sell what little 
fur they had, were influenced by one of their number who 
is married to a White Man within the Townsite, who ig known 
to rather favour the Klappan Indians being allowed to do 
what-so-ever they like, when they like, 

The Rev fathers letter dated January 12 th, was so diff- 
erent from his preveious letter dated January 2 nd, that he 
was called upon , and the whole matter talked over. 

It was then found that he too seemed to fancy that the 
school if established so far away, would be of little service 
Further talk revealed the fact that the nev #ather was 

still of the opinion that the v“epartment should establish, 
or should afford help to do so, an industrial school under 
the auspices and supervision of the noman Catholic Church 
for all the children under father allard's care in this part 
of the Stikine agency. 

H@ was carefully questioned as to why the indians had 
changed their minds in so short a time, and no reason could 
be ascertained, execpt that as the indians were passing on 
their way back to their camp at suckly Lake they stated in 
a hurry that they did not like the idea, 

‘ather allard was informed that when it is possible the 
Indian agent will go out to their Camp and interview their 
women, who as yet have not been spoken to; execpt that last 
summer when the matter was mentioned everyboay agreed with the 
idea most heartily; and see for himself what is the cause for 
such a sudden change of front,

It was agreed that a school was needed for the children 
of the Klappan and Iskoot Sand of Indians and that the place 
for such a school should be at Iskoot take. it was explained 
to them that they would have to haul the logs, saw some of 
them for lumber needed, and put up the building and that 
perhaps some help could be obtained for the windows ete from 
The Indian Department. they all seemed to be satisfied with 
the proposition, because as I understand it myself and also 
pointed out to them it is asked by the Indian vepartment that 
all the Indians either of the Anglican or the Catholic Church 
should as much as possible kee» away from this place. vohn 
Valbraith, Bell,Honorat, Guy Heid are out on their trap lines 

Dougan promised to write to me and let me know their opinion 
in this matter as soon as he can get in touch with them,

Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of the 2nd instant, with attached 
correspondence and a requisition for school material, for a 
proposed summer school, to be conducted in the R. C. Mission 
Church, Drytown, which, it is understood, is for the benefit of 
the children of the Klappan Indians, who reside outside Telegraph 
Creek during the summer months. 


As you are, no doubt aware, at the present time we pay 
a grant for the attendance of Indian children set the Provincial 
School in Telegraph Creek. In future correspondence regarding 
the R.- C. summer school for the Klappan Indians, I would request 
that you refer to this school as either "Drytown" or "Klappan", 
in order to prevent confusion in our filing, getting this school 
mixed with the correspondence regarding the Telegraph Creek White 
School. 


It ie noted that Rev. Father Bosse, 0.M.I., who 
succeeds the late Father E- Allard, is doubtful if a summer 
school, conducted in the KR. C. Mission Church, Drytown, would meet 
with success. Our funds are extremely limited and no special 
provisicn has been made for teacher's salary and other expenses, 
and, unless you are definitely of the opinion that there would 
be a regular attendance of at least 12 children, the Department 
considers it would be a waste of money to carry on this school 
during the coming summer months. 


It is noted that the Klappan Band have started to cut 
loge for a school building at their new settlement. Would it 
not be advisable to wait until they have this echool ready and 
conduct it as a winter school, to begin next fall, when the 
building is ready. 


We will await a further report from you, stating if, 
in your opinion, a summer achool would meet with success, if 
conducted in the R. C. Mission Church, Drytown this coming 
summer. You might state, also, the number of children who 
would be likely to attend, the date when you would recommend 
the school open and the period it would be continued during the 
summer. When your reply is received, consideration will be 
given as to whether approval can be granted for the conducting 
of the school, and, if approved, the classroom eupplies could 
then be forwarded.

School for the above Mission,received attention. As else- 
wheres statedthis Sequisition is submitted for a new school, 
and should this venture not prove worth maintaining, the 
material can be moved out to the Klappan winter School, some- 
time in the wrall. the School will be situated in the Hele 
Mission Church - Drytown - practically “indian town" for this 
fwensite. the number expected to attend will be around 15 to 
20 children.

/ I beg to respectfully confirm the procced- 
/ ings that took place, in regard to Schooling for the Klappan 
Band of Indians, at a meeting held within your Mission, on 
the evening of July 9 th 1935, This Office wishes to thank 
Your Lordship for the efforts gone to, in bringing this smali 

Band to some idea of unity effort. 

Present at the meeting were, Your Lordship. Kev. Father. 
B. Allard. 0.M.I. Indian Agent. Chief Charlie (uash ef the 
Thaltans., Dougeen Dennis. John Quock, Antwin Tashoots. Frank 
Tashoots.Jack Tashoots. Baptiste Joseph Dennis. Alex Dennis. 
Bell Honorat Nole. Nelson Heid. Also were present Larry Marti 
and David Stoack, both of the fThaltan band, and objected to b; 
the Indian Agent, but allowed to stay during the meeting, by 
all these present. It was stated later tht Scotty Dennis 
Guy Reid, of the Klappan Band, désired to attend but could n 
do 80. 

A Petition for a School, kind not mentioned-summer or wint 
to be located near their Church, in Drytown, was first read 
over by the Indian agent. The Petition was signed by the foll 
owing members:- Dougeen Dennis. Jhn quock., Alex Dennis. Jack 
Tashoots Bell Honorat Nole. F.?. Tashoots. B.J. Mutts Dennis 

The following questions were then asked by the Indian -gog 


De you want a School.? ANB. Yes. 

What kind of school do you want.? Ans. Here took place so 
discussion in regard te a Summer School. V. a winter scho 
a@ little doubt existed, but at last they decided to have 
Summer School, during the time they were in Town- summers 
How 16mg G6 you want the school to be epen? Ans. After 
some talk regarding "seasons- fat meat-etc” they stated - 
the months of May- June July & Agust. 7 
Will a Teacher be necessary 7 Ans. General talk took 
and Mis Lordship decided, and quite correct, that a Teasher 
was necessary. 

What School Building would be used ?. Ans. It was agread t 
the present Church Building would be used= at any rate pro 
temp. Father Allard thought that the Lepartment should all 
some "rent" for its use. This item was promised to be sab 
mitted to the /epartment for their consideration. 

What equipment was necessary. Ansg- the usual school supp 
in fact just the same as for the Mc Dames Mission School. 
Also it was desired that 24 School Vesk-seats should be 
supplied. 

General talk then took place, in which Father Allard 
thought that a River Scow should be sujplied the Mission ' 
to assure a steady attendance from across the River, in ca: 
the Indians private boats were not in commission. «t¢{~ 


Having found out more nearly what actually was requived, rhe 
Indian Agent pointed out the following facts :- 
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Klappan School Meeting. Contiu. Re Stikine agency. 


&: the reasons given in the Petition were not exactiy all 
they” ecemed to be, in respect for the location. 

In regards to a Doctor, the “epartment could not guarantee his 
being here all the time, that all Voctors object to continued assis- 
tanee when the Indians will not carry out instructions. in route te 
the meeting the Indian agent examined a Toilet, and fuund same ina 
disgusting condition. another family had none. 

Hegarding Salmons- It is generally known to be @ fact that all 
the available salmon backwaters are already overfished. fo obtain 
sufficient for their own, and their dogs requirements they would have 
to move up or down river. Moose are not in the vicinity. Moreover 
packing mocse meat to Town by dogs, means little meat of poor condit- 
ion. There are no possible gardens here. this all means that "store" 
provisions mest be used, therefore a continious call for kKations. rast 
events have proven all this. 

Town property consists of four unrepaired, unhealthy houses, gen- 
erally overcrowded, and upon which Taxes are owing, their owners 
having to eall on the indian Offiee for living help. 

the promises laid down to keep their families in food whilst in 
Yown has never been kept, and it is difficult to see how they can, and 
as for moving out to their trapping grounds, at the correct time for 
their families benifit, to put up "fat" etc and arrange for their sea- 
sons trapping, this has always been delayed to the last minute, and 
results in a large broken down Gamp some few miles from Telegraph 
Creek, from which it is impossible for them to correctly trap their 
well provided grounds; that being their only reveme. It was shown to 
be impossible to meve a large family, by dogs, to no special spot in 
the "bush", perhaps 100 miles away - late in the Fall. 

And not least, whilst in Town their "girls" were &nticed down 
Town, and bad results come about, as the records show. 

Their Agent tried to show them once more that it would be far 
better tc establish a "FKlappan Villege”" out in their own country, and 
during the long winter days have some good supervision given them, by 
perhaps their own Authorities. This did not mean that they would not 
come to Town during the Summer for short times, of necessity they mist 
but it did mean that some sort of Homes would be established, were the 
Village idea be put into effect. 

Map. 38. Be. showing all their large trapping Area was shown them, 
They were also informed that did they not use these grounds, and trap, 
applications to have them given to other Indians or whites would be 
received and would have to have consideration. with this Your Lordship 
was good enough to conour. 

In conelusion, all this matter was promised to be submitted to 
the Department for their kind consideration, and with the object of 
having all necessaryexpenses allowed for in the coming Agency's Ksti- 
mates, and as instructed by the Department under letter 158-3-1. 
dated May 8 th 1935. 

Later, this Band of Indians requested that a Headman be allowed 
them:- viz Dougeen Dennis, which matter is still receiving the necess- 
ary attention of the Indian Office. 

All of which, Sir, is an out-line of the meeting held as above 
mentioned,

- you will kindly remember how difficult, almost imposs 
ible, it is for me, and for the indians to get to me vames 
every spring before the middle of vune, it has also been 
my experience - and 1 beleive yours - that it is better for 
the same Indians to go back to the woods, to put up their 
winter supplies, on or about the middle of August. where 
is alse the fact that about the same time navigation on the 
Lease Hiver is very uncertain. So perhaps it would be bette 
if the summer school at Mc Dames was of two months instead 
of three, starting with the 15 th of vune or about, and clo- 
sing witn the 15 th of august or about. put as the wxpend- 
itures incurred in getting in and out would be the same it 
is necessary to ask that the grant should be at least »300= 
00. for the whole term of two months. 

Now that 1 am here it would be easier for me to find a 
teacher for Liard rost, if you think that one should be 
had for this coming summer. would the Dept. be willing te 
give a grant of ¥300-00 for the teacher for two months, 
same as Mc Vames. i am confident that one of the local 
cabins at Liard could be rented for this summer. if another 
grant of $50-00 or so worth of food could be obtained a 
start could be made on the pweposed building this summer, 


As for the Indian children whese parents come and stay 
around Telegraph Creek a while every summer, if it is also 
thought that they should be given schooling facilities righ 
away this coming summer, i spoke to the pishop who has no » 
objection for once that they be allowed to use our Church fo 
that purposé. if the Dept could give ¥250-00 for a teacher 
for two months, 1 think i could get one from here. put per- 
haps yeu would rather wait and see what will be the result 
ef the proposed meeting with the indians when the pishop 
comes up in the spring on or about the 14 th of June.

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I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
dated March, 7 th, which was received u few days ago, upon my 
return from a visit to Mc vames Creek. the air-mail will be leav- 
ing here in a few days time, and this is the first chance of send- 
ing you a reply. 

Your letter covers three seperate matters, .the Vission work at 
Mo Dames, & proposed school at Liard, and a proposed school for 
thg Klappan Indians within yeur Church - in brytown, 

“ Firstly Mc Dames Creek affairs, everything has been settled in 
regard to the summer's work at this point, everything but the all- 
owance for the teacher, 1 believe , and that of course the Depart- 
ment will no doubt fix in due course. ven school suy,lies have 
been arranged for and some good few extras have been allowed for 
improvements, ete. Your school at this point is doing good work, 
but there is still much to be done in helping the Families person- 
@lly, especially towards a better state of general sanitation. By 
the end of august the families should be returning to the woods te 
put up their fat meat, if it is possible to get them to do se. all 
th really means a full summers work. 

Secondly, Liard affairs. rhe matter of u school at this point 
received some little attention, quite awhile age, and it was under 
stood that the white men with Indian Fumilies were behind your eff-' 
orts, and were intending to put up @ school house. Your staking of 
an "epen~ peice of ground for this purpose was noticed last summer, 
but beyond that this office has little information. However Mr 0. 
Anderson writes as follows “March 21 st. Liard. will you please 
tell Father allard that 1 am sawing the lumber for the school and 
I believe that we can meter up enough energy to stagger through 
with the job next summer* so it would seem that the matter is al- 
ready receiving attention, with no doubt the help of the white s 
who have Indian families, a matter that they are quite capable ef 
assisting with, for their fur catches, this winter have been very 
goed indeed.Could you let me know more about this, and then the 
matter could be submitted to the Vepartment for their kind consider 
ation, once more. there has been no request for a teacher's sslary 
for this loeation submitted as yet, and you know hew very difficult 
it in to have a Grant passed at the last minute. «ll this should ha 
have received attention last Fall, and reported upon. 

— Thirdly, telegruph Creek affairs. It is noticed that you des- 
ire a small grant to carry on a school within the Uhurch Building, 
This also should have been submitted to the Department at an eare 
lier date. it is impossible to expect the ~epartment to find these 
odd amounts, which total seems to amount to around g1000-00, at a 
moments notice, however the matter shall be submitted, und that, 
at once. 

No mention is made of the proposed Klappan School, which is 
admitted by everybody, including yourself, to be the very best way 
of handling the Klappan indian Children who visit this town in the 
summer time.

EDUCATION. 


Small Winter Schools for trapping Nomads have 
received much attention during the year. It seems 
to be the only way, up to now whereby these youngsters 
can learn anything at all, it also helps to break down 
their wild nomadic ways. Two such places are really 
required. One for the Klappan Band of Indians and 
Other for the Caribou Hide Band. 


The first Bands requirements have been gone into, 
and has now, after much trouble been reduced to supply- 
ing a teacher with school material, at their Big Camp 
on Kluechon Lake, all under the R. C. Mission of these 
parts. Father Bosse', 0. M. I., in charge of such 
Missions here has written His Lordship, Bishop Bunoz, 
and requested him to supply a teacher. Yor such long 
winters work, and in so remote a place, 4 salary a little 
above the ordinary is expected. Upon the matter being 
investigated by Inspector Pragnell, shortly, a full and 
detailed report will be submitted to the Department.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter dated 
January 29 th 1936, ir regard to Schooling for the Klap- 
pan Band of indians. 

In future, as suggested, all correspondance in regard 
to this matter, no matter what location 1s chosen, will 
be rendered under the heading of "The Klappan School". 

Father Bosse' is travelling with your Agent on ae visit 
to this Hand of Indians, and each family will be seen 
individually, and made to sign up the exact number of 
children who can and will attend the school. this applies 
to the Summer School at the Mission house, and also the 
more favoured Winter School out in their own district. 

Yore than ever this is necessary. the B.C. Game Vepart- 
ment now considers that the Indians have too big an area, 
for their various bands. Of course they know nothing of 
the Cassiar, and the shortage of Fur, a! ebsolutely no- 
thing of Nomadic conditions. The new Game Warden, now at 
c “ames Creek in the Interior was asked this winter if he 
thought the Indians had "too" much grounds;his reply being 
"that the indians can't live on what they have got now” 

If the winter school is established, then the indians 
can leave their families under correct ppotection, and use 
their grounds, which would create happy conditions all 
around. 

The visit to the Klappan Band is being made right now, 
and “ather Rosse’ intends going with your Agent to Caribou 
Hide Band, another 200 miles futher on, then on his OWTM, 
south to Be and so on to rrince Rupert, where he 
reports to his Bishop. 

A report on this will be submitted in due course.

Much has been written and many Heports submitted on 
the auestion of Schoolthg for the Klappan Band of Indians. 

This Spring and summer the matter has received more atten- 
tion and is therefore again being reported upon. 

The Klappan Stand of Indians are Nomads and live by trapping 
in the Klappan River District to t south east of here about 
150 miles. They are all of the R.C. Church, and have very ban 
large families. ‘his Band of Indians must not be confused 
with the Caribou Hide Band, living another 150 miles further 
south east from this pointe 

It will be remembered that the Late Father E. Allard wished 
for a Summer School within the Townsite of Telegraph Ure 3 
for this Klappan Sand, but it was considered generally that 
a Winter School in their own district, would result in a far 
better condition for the Indians, in the long run, with the 

ning of Father Bosse’ O.M.I. now in charge of R.C. Affai 

these parts, the Winter School is the only idea aimed at, 
and wished for by the Indians and also Hather Bosse*. 

During the late visit of Inspection by Inspector Pragnell 
the matter had his very careful attention, *ather Bosse was 
interviewed several times on the matter. Also the tndians 
soncerned with their families were inspected on the Klappan 
Reserve, by Inspector Pragnell, and all wished for the Winter 
School during the winter of 1936-7. father Hosse haé@ writte 
Hig Lordship Hishop Bunoz, requesting him to find a teacher 
for this winter school, ani Inspector PragneBl has been asked 
to kindly call upon the *ishop, when passing through <rince 
pert, and come to final arrangements. The Inspector is Tre- 
rting upon the whole matter. 

The site settled upon is the Kleuechoen Reserve, with its 

good fishing lake nearby. Moose is here in plenty, also good 
timber. Father Bosse' with your Agent inspected the location 
and find it a fitting place. 

The cost of establishing a community in this location will 
be a little expensive, mostly owing to pack-horse transporé- 
ation, the aid of equipment (Windows Doors & Sheet roofing; 
Heater etc) with also the extra Salary that should be allowed 
to any Teacher that will go out there for at least 5 months 
and take charge of the large Camp. two important matters 
will be d by the establishment of this community - 
Firstly schooling for the large families, Secondly - the set- 
tlement of the roving trappe on individual trapping and 
Registered trap Grounds. the latter event will produce revenue 

therefore Sir, it is humbly considered that the matter 
should now be allowed to go ahead, and a school started this 
coming Winter. 

Attached, and submitted for consideration is an out-line 
of such equipment as will be necessary, with the costs as 
far as it is at present possible to arrive at.

During the month sever:1 small rumors reached 
the office that matters out at the Klappan Winter school 
were not going along as smoothly as could be expected, but it 
was not until that 20th inst. that it was learnt thet Father 
Bosse was trapping instead of supervising the R.C. Mission 
affairs, Going into the matter it was discovered that the 
Father haa obtained a Trappers License from the local Game 
Warden to go into partnership with Indian Scotty Dennis, and 
trap on his ground. All of which has taken place without 
notification being allowed the Indian Office-Indian Dennis 
is a good tempered, well liked nomad, his family consists 
of 11, including twins - is hopelessly in debt, and of 
necessity on relief allowances. Last fall he with his wife 
accepted an offer by this office, whereby he and all his 
affairs would be carried by the Office- i.e. generally 
supervised, for the period of two years, when it was con- 
sidered he would be again, out of debt, and on his own. 

But with Father Bosse' owning 76 traps came along with his 
offer, it was irresistible, and the office supervision 
forgotten. This event lead to some little ill feeling 
amongst the other Indians, and dissatisfaction grew up. 


About this time it was also learned that Mr. 
J. Moran had been teaching the Klappan school. As explained 
in letter to the Department under date of December 2lst, it 
had been understood that Mr, Moran was only up to help 
Father Bosse’ with the school, the same as happened the 
previous year when Father Oulette, O.M.I. came up to help 
the school along. Later Mr. Moran was asked to come in 
for a chat, which he has done, and it is hoped matters will 
go ahead now without further hitches. The school attendance 
is up over that of last winter and Mr. Moran is well liked 
by the Indian parents and the children. He is quite strict, 
is certainly a teacher, and is not over bearing on 
religious routine. It is hoped that the matter of his 
salary has now been adjusted. 


The matter of the local Game Warden granting 
"whites" permission to trap on Indian Registered Grounds, is 
of course a difficult matter to handle. It is thought that 
ere same is accomplished that the Indian Office should be 
first consulted. The view taken by this office is that such 
action is fatal, and that eventually the Indian will be 
roving with the "white" trapper, and so get away and then 
the white trapper has the line in his own hands, to keep or 
sell, Indians should take other Indians along if they 
require help on their lines. Some traplines are so remote 
that this is necessary. Scotty Dennis was asked why he 
didn't trap now he has a partner, and he replied that it was 
no use to do that now -vith 76 traps working all the fur would 
be caught, or enough anyways, and some must he left for next 
year. it is thought that Father Bosse intends to let Dennis 
have the traps next yera’, for his own use. 
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Up to the end of the month only one good fur 
catch had been brought in and sold, it consisted of foxes 
from the Nass Divide. Fur returns are not as good as last 


year and we are supposed to live over half the year on 
such revenue.

I beg to submit herewith the Day School Returns 
of the Klappan Winter Day School for months of October 
and November, It will be seen that a certain Mr Moran 
is now teaching this school, and that Father Bosse' 0.M.I 
who was last winter's teacher is not now doing so. 
A mix-up of sorts has taken place, due entirely to 
¥ather Bosse not observing the routine laid down, and 
it was certainly understood by this Office that he inten- 
ded carring on his duties for this winter, A letter 
directed to Mr Moran (copy) is attached which covers the 
whole subject in detail, 
In regard to “ather Bosse' and his mission work in 
these parts, a@ word or so is in order, ather Bosse is

starting up matters and construction of cabins ete he 
simply cannot be excelleé, and as often reported; great 
work has been accomplished, But that is where it seems 
to end, for the indians themselves after a while hint 
that a different Teacher would be acceptable, and wish 
for a less energetic personage, Perhaps that will account 
for the assistance that the Yather has brought up with him 
over the last two winters, 
jjovever the correct papers have not been submitted 
to The Mepartment covering Mr Moran as a teacher, but 
same will be obtained from him as soon as seen, It is 
intended to obtain a dog-team and pay this school a visit 
personally, as it is expected that some trouble amongst 
the indian families around the school, has taken place, 
If this is so it must be stop'd at once or else the winter 
school effort will prove a failure.

The location of this school is out in Klappan 
District, south of lelegraph Creek. It serves a whole lot of 
nomads and acts as a concentration camp for the very large 
families during the winters, when the head of the family has to 
travel long distances for trapping purposes. The school ran 
all last winter in one or two very good cabins erected for 
this purpose - it is on a reserve nearby a Lake. The school 
was successful from its start, and good prorress was made 
by the children, Through its establishment more fur for the 
familes was obtained, and this winter they will reap its full 
benefits. Hequirements have been met, for this winter and ‘from 
now on it needs only worn out school supplies - restocked. 
The salary allowed the teacher is $100.00 (158-7-1) and Father 
Bosse' 0.M.I. conducts this during winters and the Dease 
Lake school during the summer time. However, this winter 
Father Bosse has with him a certain iy.Morgan, most capable 
person, and he in turn has brought up, as an extra help, a 
certain halfbreed named MacStephens. It is thought that this 
lad will be going out again next spring.

Respectfully submitted herewith are three 
views showing the construction of the Klappan Day school 
situated out in the Klappan River District. It will be 
remembered that this school was a new venture, the idea being 
to train the Indian youngsters of nomadic families, during 
the winter time. on their own trapping grounds, which allowed 
the head of the family to give more time to his traps etc. 
Last Fall saw for the first time some Big Game Hunters, out 
hunting during the first snow fall- i.e. late hunt parties. 
This held back, somewhat, the starting up of this winter 
school, but never-the-less, during the five months that 

it has operated, very good work has been accomplished. The 
fact has now been proven that it is certainly worth the 
expense gone to, and that the Indians concerned, all of which 
have huge families, do certainly wish for the school next winter 
and will all get together early in the fall, and help the 
school affair over good. Some views taken of the completed 
school house, now gone below for printing, shall be forwarded

Your Agent here, cannot but sympathize with 
their views on the matter, especially as it costs at 
least $50-00 to come up, and return to, Wrangell from 
where the C.P.S/ship is left. The Cassiar is mech 
more difficult, and expensive to get into and live, 
than is the Yukon, so the actual savings of a ‘teacher 
can be but very little.

Indian 3 arrangements for schoo 


This band comes from the south and east of 
Telegraph Creek, in a very wild country, with access by 
trail only, about 60 miles from Telegraph Creek. As 
already reported, I saw most of this band camped on the 
opposite side of the river at Telegraph Creek. There are 
swarms of children, all uneducated. In this case an attempt 
is being made by the Indian Agent, in conjunotion with the 
R.C.Missionary to establish a winter school. The older 
Indians are very keen that their children should learn 
something, and have promised to leave their wives and 
children at some suitable and selected spot, prepare 
firewood, deer flesh and kill game, and fish food. ae 
necessary they will leave a hunter to kill game. They will 
also erect log shelter and the sides of a school room, 
while we could fit a tent top over this and put in a heater; 
also quarters for a teacher. Much expendi'ure would not 
be required to start off with, as it would be in the nature 
of an experiment. I hope that it will meet with success. 
Gonsiderable organizing will be required of Mr. Reed. bY 
understand that Bishop Bunoz would arrange for a teacher.

I beg to submit a4 report of my visit to, and 
inspection of; The Klappan Winter School, situated about 
60 miles to the south east of this Town. The reason for 
such visit was a letter received from Indian Guy Reid that 
his wife was seriously ill, after a confinement, and expect 
ed to die - and also a letter from the School master inform 
ing me that the Chicken Pox Epidemic had reached that remote 
area, and several cases needed a Doctor's attention. 


Therefore on the morning of January 16.th a start was 
made by J. C. Dennis's team of 6 dogs, which allowed of my 
arrival at the School Area at 5. P.M, on the 17,th.inst. 


The ifdian woman was at once seen, and found to be in @ 
very weak condition, due to loss of blood, This received im 
{mmediatel attention and by the next morning all tihiiieiigan 
bleeding had ceased, and the woman was on a fair way to re~ 
coveTye It was found that the Chicken Pox epidemic had 
nearly gone its course with the children of this community 
and there were no fresh cases. Attention was given this 
matter and further need for worry need not be given this 
outbreak, 

With regard to the general health of this camp, this 
was found to be good as a whole. Situated here were four- 
teen families - 29 Adults and 42 children. It was found + 
that 21 children were in attendance at school. Upon inspec 
tion of these children, several were found suffering from 
enlarged tonsils and adenoids, with two cases of septic 
tonsilitis. It is considered that these latter cases should 
receive attention during the sumer months, when they come 
in to Towne Several cases of Myopia were discovered, these 
should be supplied with glasses, so that their efforts at 
the school might be brought to full benifit. Indian Dougary 
Dennis whose eyes received attention in Vancouver last sum- 
mer, was now round to be totally blind. This man requested 
an advance in the issue of his relief, as he is now helpless 
to fend for himself, I wish to report that there were two 
eases of bone tuberculosis, both of which were in thehands, 
and one of which the finger should be removed. One Girl age 
16 showed signs of T.B. Pulmonary, and this case will reo- 
eive further attention when she arrives in Town next Spring 
In regard to vaccinaticn, it was found that 10 youngsters 
had not been vaccinated at all, and five others were found 
upon whom the last vaccination had not "taken" This sumer 
it is my intention to look over all the indians and give 
attention where due. 


At the Indian Agent's request an inspection of the 
School its-self was undertaken, and the following data is 
rendered.

lg@mJ.A. Moran the Schoolteacher, was found to be doing splendid 
wor’ As stated there were 21 children in attendance, they were well 
disciplined and their ability to sing a number of well sek&eted songs 
was quite a revelation, The children were well dressed and neat -app- 
earing to enjoy their training. Also the, parents were well satis\fied 
with the progress made, and spoke highly of Mr Morans ability as a tea- 
cher, 

The school building consists of a log house 30 x 19 which 
has been divided by a partition inf’school room and a small living quar- 
ters for the Teacher, Father Bosse 0.M.I. has built’ a lean to at one 
end of the building, which it is stated was at his own expense, and 
when visiting the community holds his services within this school-house 
Mr Moran assuryed me that he allows no interference with the regular 
school hours, by the Church. 

The flooring of this school is extremely rough, and dificult to keep 
clean, but Mr Moran is endevoring to persuade the Indians to whip-saw 
enough lumber for a better floor, which they can do with the equipment 
supplied last Fall. The lighting of this building is not what it 
should be, There are only two long narrow windows supplying the day- 
light. Whilst these windows are in the right position, being behind 
and to the right of the children, there should be another window on 
their left side, This Mr Moran intends to correct in the near future. 


In conclusion it is mentioned that I consider this a very happy 


venture; the parents seemed most satified and there is no doubt but 
that the children are receiving much pairit from their school attendancad

The Doctor who is quite conservant with such matters, is 
quite pleased with what he found, and the many matters contain- 
ed in his report will receive attention in the Spring-time, 
when these nomads come into Town, 


Again it is wished to state that this venture of a Bushe 
Winter - School is considered a success, not only are the 
indians providing their own up-keep but they are far healthier 
in their native environment, than they would be in this Town 
site, from which the Sun is absent for some time in the winter 
months, 


The number of children are not many, but it is hoped that 
next winter two more families ll be located out that way - 
one of which is now living in this townsite - destitute, with 
12 small children in shocking conditions, 


This school has now received nt that is 
considered necessary, and for the ft y school materiale 
fuel and light will be called for 3 possibily a few 
odd drugs. 


In connection with the above state of affairs, it is to 
be mentioned that the Heads of the Families, now their families 
are under protection, find it more easy to stay away on their 
distant trapping grounds for longer periods- thereby increasing 
their fur catches,

Indian Agent Reed wrote to the Department 
some time ago and made the following complaint 
regarding Mr. J.E. Moran who has been in charge 
of the Klappan Seasonal School for the past three 
terms: 


"He keeps dogs and spends little time around 
the camp but mostly over at White Packer ill Elder's 
camp. He will not be co-operative. He is in the 
habit of going into Telegraph Creek and returning to 
the school without conferring with the Agent. Though 
requested for co-operation in securing vital statistics 
for the locality in which he is teaching he claims 
that he has only responsibility to the Bishop. Apparently 
also he has been encouraging a white friend named 
MacStephen to trap over Indian territory." 


The Agent's complaint was brought to the attention 
of His Lordship Bishop Bunoz and apparently he discussed 
the matter with Mr. Moran as the latter has recently 
forwarded to us the enclosed letter. 


You will note that this letter appears to answer 
very satisfactorily the complaints made by the Indian 
Agent. It would be appreciated if you would give the 
matter your kind consideration and let me know if you 
are aware of any reasons why Mr. Moran should not be 
again employed as a teacher.

In corresponding with Mr. Hoey, Supt. of Welfare and Training, I 
have reflected each one as each is a lie. 


I think, Mr. Hanson, you are well acquainted with Telegraph 
Creek and also with Mr, Reed, therefore I can say to you what I 
cammot say to Mr. Hoey and that is that the Indian Agent is not a 
dependable source for information. 


To be truthful, I have my difficulties with Mr. Reed but 
can you name one who doesn't? 


An investigation into the matter would reveal that several 
minor matters and of a personal nature are at the bottom of these 
allegations. Also, that in three years I have made several friends 
and am well spoken of. 


At the present time my position is in jeopardy and should I 
lose it I shall always feel that a grave injustice was done me. 


I trust that you, with your knowledge of local affairs, will 
give me your support.

Not only 
from the Revenue point of view, but also from one of 
Health. 


To report on this matter in September is rather late, 
and if a ruling is made now, then the Indian families 
"make up their minds" to go trappingetc, which is a 
far different matter to their going out to a community 
School Camp = and then the men proceed to trapping.

Right Reverend Sir: 


As you were promised on the occasion of your 
recent visit to the Department Indian Agent Reed is 
being advised that the Klappan Seasonal School can be 
operated for a period of four months; namely, from 
November 1 to February 28, 1941. During that period 
the teacher will be allowed salary at the rate of 
$100.00 a month. 


The following complaint has been received 
regarding Mr. Moran who was in charge of the school 
during the past winter: 


"He keeps dogs and spends little time around 
the camp but mostly over at White Packer Bill Llder's 
camp, He will not be co-operative. He is in the habit 
of going into Telegraph Creek and returning to the 
school without conferring with the Agent. Though re- 
quested for co-operation in securing vital statistics 
for the locality in which he is teaching he claims 
that he has only responsibility to the Bishop. Apparently 
also he has been encouraging a white friend named 
MacStephen to trap over Indian territory.” 


It is most important that a teacher of an 
Indian day school should co-operate fully with the Indian 
Agent and, besides, the teacher should not encourage anyone 
to trap on Indian territory. As a consequence of the 
report received I feel that it would be most inadvisable 
to re-appoint Mr. Moran to the Klappan Seasonal School 
next winter and I should, therefore, appreciate your 
securing the services of some other teacher.

Coudert. O.M.I. requesting that the above school might 
be allowed to operate during the winter of 1941 - 1942, 
Also is submitted a Requisition for school supplies, 
the material part of which could be obtained locally.

| of November 1 st 1940, 


During an interview recently, with “is Lordship, the 
affairs of this school was gone into, and we both con- 
sidered that as this school served a very large winter 
Samp of indian families, which prevented them congreating 
around the Town of Telegraph Creek, every thing possible 
should be done to keep them out gn the Bush, and give 
them schooling at this point, 


The school term should be for four months, at least-i.e. 
November-December-January & February; but of course if 
the period could be extended over March month also, it 
would be the correct thing to do. The Teacher's Salary 
at this school has been at $100-00 per month, 


His Lordship then thought that it might be possible to 
have the same Teacher take charge of this school, with 
also that of Saribou Hide; by moving on to the latter 
point, early in the Spring. Perhaps this might be man- 
aged, but it shortens each school term, making progress 
rather difficult. Father Carpentier. 0.M.I. who is in 
charge of all these affairs locally, will be seen when 
he next comes to Town, and the best arrangement possible 
will be arrived at, and reported. 


This school has served its purpose over last winter, and 
fair progress has been made, but an exchange of Teachers 
is necessary, which matter is being submitted under sep- 
erate covere 


During the visit paid by the Doctor and the Agent last 
winter, the school was found to be "off" the local Res- 
erve, but near-by same; and the camp its-self was not in 
a too clean a state. Better supervision should be exerci- 
sed by the Teacher in charge, The Indians now understand 
that they have to supply the winter fuel for their schoo 
and have applied for- a,6Ft Saw. 2 Wedges. I.Maul, and 

a heavy splitting axe should also be allowed. This equip 
ment was not listed on the regular School Supply Hequisi 
tion.

I beg to submit, hereunder, a Report, covering the 
activities of this Agency over the month of February 1941. 


The Klappan Day School, about 55 miles to the S.E. of this 
Town has never been visited by your Agent. Therefore taking 
along Dr Meyer a visit to this school was made on the 7th 
inst, and Mr J.E. Moran, the Teacher was interviewed, and the 
Indian Camp inspected. It was understood that Father Bosse' 
who started this bush-school had erected the school house on 
that Indian Reserve, but pon looking over the site, it was 
found the school and camp were away off same. The area 
was found in a rather dirty condition, and the school-house 
its-self not too favourable. In fact we considered that some 
better supervision could be allowed this ares by the R.C. 
Mission concerned. Later in the month, when Bishop Coudert 
was seen in Atlin, the whole matter was talked over, and the 
suggestion advanced that some Rev Father, of the Missions be 
placed in charge of this indian camp, and school, for at 
least one term. Some dissatisfaction exists amongst the par- 
ents of the children attending school, and a change of Tea- 
cher would no doubt do some good. A further report on this 
school will be submitted shortly, when all the school reports 
are rendered.

Three such indians as mentioned above, came in from the 
Caribou lide Vistrict-200 miles away- and meeting Father 
Carpentier at the Klappan School location, en route in, 
mentioned that as a school had sot opened up out at their 
Camp, they were seriously considering coming in to the 
Klappan School; so that their children might attend that 
school. Father Carpentier, returning from his short in- 
spection of the Klappan School over the New Year, stated 
that it would be better for him to send out “ather Plain 
0.M.I. to Caribou Hide at once, as he could now be spared 
from assisting at the Dease Lake School, -rather than 
have the Caribou Hide Indians mix up with the Klappan Band. 

As such a movement as thet proposed by the indians is 
to be avoided at all costs, it was agreed to that Father 
Plain at once proceed to Caribou Hide and do what-ever was 
possible over the end of this winter. It is expected that 
he will be able to manage a two and @ half months term,at 
any rate, but will be able to prevent these indians migrat- 
ing. Were they @o do so, all trapping arrangements would 
be seriously mixed up, and a loss of revenue result.

Under Authority 156-7-1 May 21 st 1940 permission 
was granted to reopen this school to cover 4 months 
in the present winter of 1940 - 1941, The salary 
granted was at the rate of j100-00 per teaching 
month, and the name of the Teacher was to be arranged 
at a later date, The usual replacement of school 
supplies were gmanted, with also some few extras 

such as fuel for light and o d and ends, These were 
received and forwarded in due course, 


The re-appointment of Teacher Moran was in debate 

for some time, as there had been some dissatisfaction 
at this school over last winter, and that the Indian 
women requested a Father for a Teacher. However under 
authority 158-7-1, Mir Moran was again established as 
the Teacher for this School, and to this point he 
proceeded, by the Dalziel private Plane, on or about 
October 27 th. Calling at the Indian Office ere he 
left for afew supplies, which were granted, he stated 
that the school would most likely open as at the first 
of November. The duration of this school, this wint 
er is oly for four months, an it is to be expected 
that the R.C. Authorities will be requesting an exten 
tion on that period, 


Since Teacher Moran departed for his duties he has not 
been heard from; and this for the simply reason that 
there has been no traffice out that way. It is hoped 
that matters will go along correctly this winter, but 
owing to two families being retained in Town, owing to 
the results of a Court Action, against the Heads of 
these families, the number of children in attendance- 
at the commencement of School, will be lower than 
usual, 


If at all possible, here agin,a dog-team will be hired 
and a visit paid this camp during the winter months,, 
Teacher Moran's Reports will be forwarded as soon as 
same are received,

is the Indian Office acknowledgement to the above 
letter, 


Little can be added to the correspondance that has 
already passed on this subject. Both the Doctor, 
and your Agent? consider that a Reverent Father 
should be placed in charge of this winter Camp, for 
at least one season, The late unsettled conditions 
caused by Rev, Father Bosse 0.M,I, has not yet pass-~ 
ed away, and to-day this camp is looked upon, as a 
"place to stop" by all the half-breeds that travel 
out that way and some that go there, specially. 
This unruly state of affairs would no doubt cease 
were a Father placed in charge, 


As the Department will understand, it is not necess- 
ary to have a "straight" Teacher in charge, these 
nomadic youngsters will learn almost as much from 

a Father as they would otherwise, Some of the 
older Indians concerned have been,discreetly quest-

The enclosed account has been handed to this office by 
Rev. Father Arsenault, teacher of the Klappan Seasonal School, 
It was the first intimation this office received that the R.C. 
Church expected this Department to bear the cost of putting in 
a& new floor and toilet at the Klappan School. The teacher had 
no more than casually mentioned that he had two Indians working 
for him at the school. 


The account is somewhat misleading in that it shows both 
Jack and Frank Tashoots as having cut 530 feet of lumber at S5¢ 
a foot. Actually only 530 board feet was cut; the Church paid 
the men the very high price of $700.00 per thousand board feet 
for the lumber. Although it had “to be logged and whip-sawn by 
hand the price of $371.00 for 530 fbm. is still very high. 
Milled lumber could be purhcased in town and hauled out to Iskut 
Lakes Camp by dog-sled (60 miles) for not more than $250.00, 


The school building had a very rough floor in it with 
wide cracks between the boards which made the school room drafty 
in cold weather. The school certainly neede@ a new floor and 
& new toilet, and if the cost had been reasonable the work would 
be justified.under ordinary conditions. Unfortunately an un- 
forseen circumstance arose which prevented the operation of the 
school this season; the majority of the Indians who usually cemp 
at Iskut Lakes remained at Buckley ‘Lake on account of the mild 
weather and difficulty of transporting their families over bare 
ground and open rivers..They were also. undoubtedly influenced 
in staying nearer town by the demoralizing epidemics they went 
through last winter without any medical assistance, These people 
will probably return to the Iskut Lakes Camp next winter but of 
course there is no assurance they will do so, The Camp i central 
to most of the Indians traplines, ths -wood-supory is good and 


fish and game are not too hard to procure from the Camp. 


The school building was constructed by the R.C. Church with 
about $500.00 assistance from the Department in 1937.

The alternative to this suggestion would be 
to endeavour to purchase the Missions' share in the 
schools but I would definitely not recommend this 
course as I believe that it would be far less 
expensive, even over a period of years, to pay an 
annual rental of $75.00 in the case of the Dease 
Lake and Klappan schools and possibly Lower Post 
or McDame Creek if either operates, than to 
purchase these crude log buildings and try to 
improve them. From past experience it seems that 
the operation of these bush schools is quite 
provisional, depending as it does upon whether or 
not the Indians camp at the location of the school 
during the usual term. At the present time it seems 
that any extensive outlay for establishing day school 
buildings would be unwise, especially in the more 
remote locations because it is evident that the 
Indians in this area as a whole are still not inclined 
to settle permanently in one location. Their houses 
in and near Telegraph Creek for the most part are used 
only as stopping over places between their trapping 
and fishing camps. This has been more evident during 
the past fall and winter when these people have had 
to earn their living from the country, as they did 
prior to the freighting boom from 1941 to 1943 when 
supplies were going in by this route to Watson Lake 
Airport. It seems that the life-long habits of the 
Indians will not easily be changed, even to ensure 
the education of their children and the more or less 
temporary bush schools will probably have to serve, 
at least for the present.

When Mr. Inspector Coleman visited the Stikine Agency 
in 1941, he found considerable confusion in respect to the owner- 
hip of the various Seasonal Schools of this Agency as the Department 
had contributed largely towards the construction of these buildings 
and the Church were permitted by Mr. Indian Agent Reid to claim 
the schools, this particular school being an instance. The 
Inspector instructed Mr. Sampson to investigate each school and 
clean up the question of ownership with the Church authorities, his 
suggestion being that if we had contributed by far the larger 
amount and the Church based their claim on a comparatively small 
contribution that it might be better to extinguish their claim in 
each case by some adjustment.

I beg leave to quote the two following paragraphs 
from a letter written to me by Bishop Coudert, on December 7, 19453 


" The Fathers of Telegraph Creek also complains about the extreme 
difficulties of transportation to some of their schools, such as Iskut 
Lake. If you remember one of their schools had to be closed a few years 
ago, just on that ground; because I did not want to expose my missiona- 
ries to freeze to death or to starve on the 250 miles trip to Cariboo 
Hide; We beeged the Department ror three years to charter a plane for 
the transportation of the school teacher and the supplies as well as the 
relief rations to that point, but without success; now another reason 
would militate in favor of that policy, as Family Allowance rations 
would also have to be shipped to that point. The same condition, to a 
somewhat lesser degree, exists at Iskut Lake or Kleppan; the trip to 
get there and come back in the spring, along with the carrying of the 
supplies to that point, absorbs all the money which our fathers get 

as salary.-I wish, therefore, that clear instructions be sent out 

from the Branch to the local Indian agent, Mr, Samson, to the effect, 
that he must see himself about the expenses of transportation of school 
supplies, and even of the teacher to those points, if the school is to 
be maintained in Klappan. We would not huve any objection to reopen 
the school at Cariboo Hide or have 4 school at Shesley (75 miles north- 
west of Telegraph Creek) if the branch gives full authority to the local 
Indian Agent to arrange for transportation of the teacher and supplies 
to those points. 


(Becvees) 
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Finally, in connection with the same Telegraph Creek fathers, I 

am told that the Dease Lake School will probably have to be 

closed this winter on account of the Indians having moved else- 
where. Right now we have a good number of Indian Catholic 

Children who reside at Telegraph Creek proper and have no school 
facilities in the overcrowded white school of the village. Would 
it not be possible for the Branch to arrange to have the Dease 
Lake School taught at Telegraph Creek and call it (as we have done 
at Lower Post) the Seasonal Dease Lake at Telegraph Creek? If the 
Branch would instruct the local Indian Agent to that effect and 
ask him to find a suitable location for said school in the village 
of Telegraph Creek proper, the matter could be yuickly arrange to 
the satisfaction of all. The difficulty in all said matters is 
that the local Agent is always afraid to act."-- 


It seems that we who live in the settled parts of Canada, 
have not as yet graspethe transportation difficulties of our 
Norther country. The above paragraphs of Bishop Couder’s letter 
clearly demonstrate that fact. I, therefore, hope that you will 
be able to meet with the Bishop's wishes in the matter of the 
tre ortation of the teact s and school supplies for those out 
of the way points and that you will take immediate steps to so 
instruct your Mr. Samson. 


I will be glad to hear from you as soon as this has been 
done.

I am writing this letter from Carcross on my way 
to Atlin. 

In discussing the cherter trip made by Fether Forget 
so Istut Leake I learned from the Northern Airwrys thet Father Forget 
hed notified the pilot,Pat Callison,that the Indian Affairs branch was 
paying 2/3 of the cost.I do not know whet &@ Father Forget would tell 
the pilot that for,because 4s you Know my offer was to pay 1/3 the cost. 
My offer was based upon the weight of our respective loads . 

The load which this department had originally er- 
ranged to send out wes:

but I am informed thet we didnt actually have that much weight.The

refused to take up my offer of 1/3 cost,and stated he was chartering 

the plane himself and didn't wish the assistance of my office,I certainly 
cannot consider asking the Department to pay for 2/3 of the cost. 


I also learn from the Northern Airways thet the cost 
of the charter will be about $225.00 ,as it took them ; 1/4 hours flying 
to get in to the leke.Bad weather made them turn back on their first 
attempt after they hed got within about ten miles of their destination. 
Then on the finel return trip to Telegraph Creek they found the area 
around the town fogged in and had to return to Buckley Lake for two hours 
to wait until it cleared.Personally I do not think thet the Northern 
Airweys Company should exspect you to pay for all thet flying time when 
the complete trip under normei conditions would have taken 1 1/2 hours 
at the very most.I would therefore suggest that you take this up with 
Mr.George Simmons when he returns.

AS you elpeady know,efter the Indian Agent refused to keep 
up with his previous vocal agreement to share the fare of the char- 
tered trip with the mission,I referred the solution of this affair 
to Your Excellency and continued to prepare myself for the trip. 

Upon receipt of your night letter of January 12,stating that 
you had made arrangements with Mr.Sampson and esking me to charge 
the chartered plane to the Indian Department and to refund to the 
Indian Agent one third of the incurred expenses,I foblowed your 
instructions. 

We left Telegraph Creek on Jenuary 16 with a ship of the 
Northern Airways carrying a load of 1225 pounds,viz.

May I state that a normal trip to Iskut Lake(Klappan School) 
should take at most one hour end a half flying time.But we made a 
double trip, due partly to bed weather and partly to the fact that 
the pilotg,as he himself Stated"gob mixed up in the line of lakes". 
On his way back to town,with the nurse,I heard that the pilot could 
not land at Telegraph Creek on account of fog and so had to fly out 
to Bukley Lake weiting for the weather to clear up. 

Before leaving Telegraph Creek I paid to Mrs.Sampson,in the 
absence of the Indian Agent ,one third of a normal trip to Klappan 
viz.$43.00,the actual rate of a chartered trip by plane with the 
Northern Airways being $87.00 per hour. 

Dear Excellency,I hope thet these details concerning our trip 
to Klappan Indien School. last January will give full satisfaction 
to your office and all those therein concerned.

Some time ago I brought to the attention of the Officials of the 
Branch,through Father 0.Plourde,the necessity for the Branch of doing some- 
thing about the transportation of the School Teacher to such an out of the 
way place as Klappan School. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of Father Forget,the school teacher, 
to work out some satisfactory arrangement with Agent Sampson for a chartered 
flight to Kleppan,no solution had yet been found until the Indian Agent came 
and visited me in Whitehorse in January. 

Having to send some medical supplies,school supplies,relief rations 
and the district Nurse to Klappan,the Indian Agent finally agreed to work 
out a commun charter with our school teacher;I clearly understood from him 
that we could have the charter charged to his office,provided father Forget 
would pay one third of the total cost of said charter to him. 

T Teally thought that we were doing more than our share in con- 
senting to this agreement,since father Forget would make use of the plane 
only for his wey out,whilst the nurse visting the Indians would make the 
totel round trip;he would be sharing the plane with the nurse and the other 
indian supplies,whilst on the return trip the plane would be entirely at the 
disposal of the Indian Agent both for the nurse and for some possible eventua 
patient to be brought in.-I immediately wired father Forget ,at my own expense 
to get ready ,as soon as pessible,and leave for Klappan,as he was already * 
two weeks late for lack of transportation;I mentionned in my night letter 
the conditions of the agreement passed with the Agent ,as you may see in the 
enclosed correspondance, 

Much to my surprise I received a few days later the enclosed let- 
ter from Agent Sampson;you will also find attached my answer and father Forget 
own version of the story. ¥ 

All exspected the charter to amount to some $150.00 at most;now 
the Northern Airways is asking $225.00.-Moreover,Agent Sampson insist that 
we pay 2/3 of said charter,viz.$150.00.-Imagine a teacher going to teach for 
four months in an out of the way place having to pay $150.00 for his one way 
trip only..Father Forget has already paid $43.00 on seid charter,and I am wil 
ling to let him pay the full third promised on the actual cost of the charter, 
but no more.

lappan Seasonal. This school was visited March 9th and 
is being reported on in the regular form. 
Building. Some improvement in the way of flooring, 
increased floor space and increased lighting, could be 
effected. Floor boards are hand-sawn spruce with edges 
and tickness very uneven causing wide cracks and uneven 
surface. The floor is difficult to clean and was rather 
dirty at the time of the inspection. With the aid ofa 
whip-saw better floor lumber could be made and when an 
even surface was obtained, the whole floor covered with 
roofing paper and painted. The school-room could be en- 
larged by eliminatine the present space of approximately 
10 x 16' used as living quarters by the teacher and separ- 
ated from the school room by a flimsy partition. The 
teacher could be accomodated in the large lean-to at the 
rear of the school with very little fixing up. Lighting 
can be improved by enlarging existing windows. 

Equipment Desks and seats are also made of hand-sawn 
spruce and are very crude but serve the purpose. The 
blackboard consists of about 12 feet of rubberized cloth 
backed by more hand-sawn bosrds. Difficulty in trans- 
port precludes the possibibity of providing better desks 

nd blackboard unless an airplane is used which at present 
is very expensive. 

Fuel. The teacher complained that only one or two of 
-the Indians in camp had supplied wood. This matter was 
brought up at a meeting hekd during the visit to Iskut 
Lake and the Indians promised to supply all the wood 
needed for heating the school. Apparently the difficulty 
was that most of the men were away trapping most of the 
winter and it was not often that they were all in camp 
long enowgh to get together and cut and haul wood. 
General; This little sbhool is serving in a limited 
way the much needed education of Indian children in this 
Agency. In the past, few children have obtained more 
than the equivalent of two or thpee years public school- 
ing and this lack is terribly noticeable when youths 

have great difficulty in writing even their names.

I wish to thank you for your letter dated Febr.9 inst,regarding repairs 
which ave been made on the alappan seasonal school,i om sorry to learn from 
the content of your letter that the mentionned improvements,so strongly re- 
commanded by your local indian Agent ,cannot be covered by any grant of the 
vepartment.It would beem reasonable in the part of the country such as ours, 
so very different and so far distant from Uttawa, that Government vfficials 
should show more confidence in their local representative, snd grant them 
more authority to act . 

With pleasure ,however,! am taking note of your recognition of the Depart- 
ment's indebtedness to us in regard the use of our mission buildings as school 
puildings;your proposition of allowing us a monthly rent of $15.00 for the 
use of our mission buildings in such places as Klappan and Dease Lake seems 
reasonable enough,and i fully agree to it, though 1 do not see why such an 
arrangement could not have any retroactive effect;if the Department vfficials 
feelv under an obligation in our regard for the present in connection with the 
use of our buildings,I fail to understand why they would refuse to acknowledge 
such an obligation in our regard for the past,-In accordance with your proposi- 
tion, am instructing our missionaries of uelegraph Ureek immediately to pre- 
sent to agent wampson a pill in three copies for the rent of our mission souse 
at vease Lake,used as a school uilding from september last to the end of Jama~- 
ry just elapsed. 

tou may be aware,by this time, that,owing to fear of further sickness as 
well as to difficulties of communication between selegraph Ureek and the Klappan 
country,with the soft weather prevailing this winter, the Klappan indians were 
unable to reach the place where we had,at such an expehse,erected a decent 
mission school known by the vepartment as the alappan wchool,referred to in my 
last letter;as a result the building will not be of any use this winter and no 
school shall be conducted at that point;consequently your proposition concerning 
the payment of a rent for the Klappan School Building cannot be of any help to us 
in the settlement of our debts.

ee I also urgently ask for the erection of standard school buildings for 
the day schools conducted at Deace Lake san@ in the alappan country ;owing 
to the experience we had this winter with the alappan Indians and their 
trapping ground so difficult of access,it would anpear that a school building 
at pulkley Lake might prove a better location,closer to Telegraph Ureek and 
legs expensive to put up than in sAlappan.Pending the realization of this pro- 
ject we shell be ready,according to your proposition contained in your letter 
dated srebr.8,to rent our present mission buildings for school purposes at 
the rate of $15.00 2 month, 


I wish to call the attention of the ufficials of the vepartment that according 
to our files,the cuestion of a bonrding school in the extreme Northern portion 
of pritish volumbia or slong the boundary line of the Yukon was taken up by our 
vhurch Officials with the venartment of Indian Affairs as early as August 1925, 
1 am sending copies of said files to father Plourde for reference, 

1 sincerely hope to see such an important cuestion finally settled along 
the lines suggested by our missionaries before the present generation becomes 
altogether exstinct, 

tou may admire our patience and perseverance over these twenty years of 
begging and knoeking at the door of the vovernment for the sake of its most 
derelict wards;but,for our part,i must admit that we feel rather scandalized 
at the attitude of indifference,not to say of utter callausness,assumed by 
the responsible Ufficials of the Government in regard to the treatment of those 
entrusted to their care,

hand, which made the cost of those necessary improvements quite high;our missio~ 
nary had to pay $400 approxsto the Indians of slappan for that work.-Mgy I remind 
you that during the six years the mission House has been used for the school at 
Klappan not one cent has been contributed by the vepartment in the way of rent; 

i hope, therefore, that the Department will help us to pay for the improvements 
mentionned above.-1 requested mr,Samson to mention the cost of said improvements 
in his next report to the vepartment.

itions for building materials for improvements to the Klappan 
Seasonal Indian School at Iskut Lakes Indian Camps Father 
Studer, who taught this school from November to April this 
past season has asked that these repairs and improvements be 
undertaken this fell before the school opense 


It will be noted that the largest 
item of expense is the transportation by air, $300.00. This 
is apparently the least expensive, and most simple means of 
carrying the materials out. The school is about sixty miles 
to the east of Telegraph Creek, and is reached only by @ very 
rough trail. Pack-horse transport has been considered, but 
this method is somewhat unreliable because of the uncertainty 
of securing enough horses at the right time. Hauling by dog- 
sled during the winter would also be just about as expensive 
as air transport. It is rather difficult to estimate the 
exact cost either by pack-horse of dog-slede 


With the possiblility of a new 
school at Telegraph Creek to provide accomodation for Indian 
children I feel it might be well to defer action on the 
teacher's request for improvements until it is seen whether 
the families formerly ataying at Iskut Lakes during the winter 
continue to do so with the new school operating. There is 
already talk by 4 few of these people, of staying in town 
this winter. It is also worthy of consideration that there 
4e no certainty that they will travel to Iskut Lake every 
winter. Three winter seasons during the past eight years 
they have not gone all the way to Iskut Lakes, and the school 
has therefore not operated. 


The improvements are to consist 
of: (1) covering 014 floor with felt and new shiplap flooring 
(2) caulking eracks between logs 
(3) painting interior walls & varnishing desks.

(4) Puttying window panes. 
(5) Bnlearging area of school room by removing partition, 
thereby providing additional eight feet of length. 


There is no question of the improvements not being necessary. 
The floor is very cold and fraughty; the windows leak air 
because they are ‘home-made and were never puttied; the school 
room is too small; it is also too dark. 


Requisitions are accompanied by 
tenders from local sawmill and Vancouver firms. 


While Father Studer did not 
specifically ask for an allotment for paying labour it is 
felt that this will be needed, and an amount of $100.00 
should be provided. An advance should not be necessary; 
wages could be paid in kind at a local store.

Glose observation has been given the advantaces to be gained 
by the operation of a summer school and I have found that the 
co-operation to be had in winter schools is luch in advance, 

This is not due to any lacking desire of the Indian to gain an 
education but more to the fact that these people are nomadic by 
nature and the summer months offer them every pleasantness to 
enjoy that nature, 

At the becinning of the term (June lst.) attendance was extremely 
good and the children showe’ ¢ Ch aptitude and att sion t Nei 
studies 0: sins vory favoral il er a. wn. . 
middle of August preparations are begun for winter trap lines 
with the result that the entire family moves there for the remaind- 
er of the season, 

In the fall the families return to the reservation and there 
remain throughout the entire winter, 

At your request I have gone deeply into this matter with the 
parents and from them have received the unanimous approval for a 
winter school. 

Personally, and from experience, I favor this latter system of 
education as the heat and long days of summer months greatly retard 
the progress of the children who otherwise and under other circun- 
stences keenly delisht in attending classes, 

Should the Depsrtment favor the opening of @ winter school at 
this point for the winter of 1939 it would be expedient to add 
that the enrollment would number a possible 17 pupils with an 
average daily attendance not less than 12 pupils, 

The facilities to be had at Dease Lake are of the best and the 
School has been constructed to meet all the requirements for space 
and health of the children,

Dease Lake Summer Day School. This school was 
rather a venture for a small set of Indians living 
at Dease Lake. It was thought proper to start 

a school especially as Inspector Pragnell was re- 
quested to do so by these Indians, and they gave 
their promise to attend. Therefore Father Bosse 
went out there and started a school in an old cabin, 
much too crowded, but preferred to do that than use 
a special tent that was supplied. In the meantime 
the Church House was being erected, and last Fall 
completed. This Spring it is in use, being a very 
fine building. However, it seems that some sort 
of difference in views has come about betyeen the 
Indian Families, cause not known, but which can no 
doubt be settled. Here His Lordship seems to 
think another winter school could be established 
which would do much better than the present summer 
school. This office is inclined to agree to this, 
taking into consideration the trapping affairs of 
these families, which are situated all around that 
Dease Lake District. This matter will be taken 
up with the Indians later this season when that area 
is inspected.

During the inspection of The Stikine Agency, last 
summer, by G.S. Pragnell Msq. Inspector of Indian Agence 
ies for Kritish Columbia, the Indian Keserve at Vease Lk 
was visited. Here resides, during both winter and sum- 
mer, about five indian families, whd Rave between them, 
“about & dozen children needing, and requesting schooling. 

The Inspector considered thet a rough summer-school 
should be established here, consisting of the usual 
school supplies, and conducted under tenting. All indians 
concerned considered this to be excellent arrangement, 
and were glad to know that a school was being considered. 

The Inspector also thought that the R.C. Klappan Vay 
school Mission Schoolmaster might be able to conduct the 
proposed Vease Leke Summer School - during the summer.

In view of the contents of your letter it has 
been decided to allow an amount of $50.00 a month from 
November 1, 1939, to April 50, 1940, for the winter 
school which is being taught by Rev. C. Carpentier, 
O.M.I. 


This allowance is being made on the understanding 
that the ehildren mentioned in Father Carpentier's letter 
will attend regularly. Previous {information received 
indicated that there would not be an average attendance 
of 10 children and the Department has no intention of 
allowing a teacher's salary when the number of children 
is reduced to that number. 


Our funds are so limited that it will be impossible 
te consider payment for any other service than the amount 
allowed for the salary of a teacher. 


Am I to understand that white children also 
attend this school? If so, what amount are the parents 
paying toward its operation? As you are aware this 
Department has no obligation to provide school facilities 
for white children. As a matter of fact we are only 
permitted to expend the money provided by Parliment for 
the education of Indian children.

In a very rough note received from Dease Lake, as traffic 
between there and here is closed until about next xmas; 
the Rev Father states that he opened up the School on the 
15, th of October, and at that time there were twenty 
children in attendance, How he ever manages to obtain 
such a large number is not quite known at present, but 

4¢ would seem that he is doing good work at that point. 
Directly some runner comes in from Dease Lake, his School 
Report will be forwarded, 


Here is a point that should be visited daring the winter, 
to find out exactly what is taking place on that Reserve, 
and if it is at all possible a dog-team will be hired and 
the trip undertaken, 


Meanwhile the above is all that can be reported up to the 
present time.

Anglin, has returned from the Reserve 
and from the information contained in the Indian Agent's 
letter it appears that he has no intention of returning to 
the sehool even though he were re-appointed. In view of 
all the circumstances I feel that it would be a misteke to 
re-appoint him. 


Provided a satisfactory teacher could be 
secured, the Department is prepared to allow an amount of 
$110 a month for a period of four months during the winter 
of 1940-41. If you care to make & nomination, pléase let me 
know the neme and qualifications ef the teacher whom you 
recommend.

Tho Beal Carlick 
family can be t 2n as an instance, they remained in until 
after the Xmas - Mission Show-down, and then as no relief 
from this Office is allowed (for Beal is a very bad case 
of a sit-down indian -no work) he moves out to his trap- 
ground and starts trapping when the furefox and marten, 
are going down hill in quanity. Marten have been fetching 
very good prices this winter, an Beal's trap ground is a 
very fine area for such fur, 


However “ather Carpentier is intending to come in 
shortly, when a further Xeport on this School will be rene 
dered, Also it is mentioned that Father Bobillier.

The children appeared to be well up to averago in 
intelligence and I am satisfied that with proper tuition they 
would make considerable leadway, even in a short term school.

The winter day schools of Dease Lake and Iskut Lake, 
conducted under very hard circumstances, without adequate 
help from the Department in regard to housing accommodation, 
wood supply and appropriate furniture, have accomplished 

a considerable amount of good in those two camps; the 
devotedness of the local missionary in charge, Father 

Cl. Carpentier, 0.M.I., is above all praise, and according 
to the testimony of all disinterested persons who have seen 
him at work, we really think that it would be hard to find 
a better qualified man for the task. Those two schools 
must, by all means, be continued.

I beg to refer the Department to my report dated 
October 28, 1941, regarding MRS. WeH. ELDER, TRESPASS, 
DEASE LAKE I.R. #8, OD which subject I have not yet received 
any instructions. 


Mrs. Elder approached me recently at Dease lake 
and asked that her two school age children, Jessie age 9 
and John age 7, be permitted to attend Dease Lake Seasonal 
School when it opens about September lst. As pointed out 
in the aforementioned report, these children are the illeg- 
itimates of Mrs. Elder and the late Charlie Tibbet, an 
Indian of Tahltan Band. They have attended school at Dease 
Lake for the past two years and have done very well in their 
work. Mrs. Elder moved away from Dease Lake Indian Reserve 
No. 8 last June and has been warned that she must not again 
reside there without permission. She plans on living ina 
tent near the Reserve so that the children can attend school. 


As there is no public school available for these 
children to attend I would respectfully recommend they be 
permitted to attend the Dease Lake School provided that 
they in no way interfere with the education of the other 
Indian children. 


It may be mentioned that although Mrs. Elder holds 
the status of a white person she is a full-blooded Indian 
and Charlie Tibbet was also a full-blooded Indian, con~ 
sequently the children, although they may hold white status, 
are actually full-blood.

My dear Bishop Couderts 


Your letter of September 23, addressed 
to Mr. Philip Phelan, has been passed on to me for 
consideration and comment. 


It is my intention to ask Mr. Phelan 
to communicate with you direct in respect to the 
schools which in the judgment of the Department should 
be kept open and in operation during the present 
academic year. I am sending forward your communication 
also to the Acting Superintendent of Medical Services. 


IT am,. of course, particularly inter- 
ested in the operation of the schools and in the educ- 
ational facilities provided for the Indians of the 
Stikine Agency and the Yukon Territory. The Stikine 
Agency was inspected by Inspector Coleman during the 
months of September and October of last year. His 
report was very carefully reviewed by the officials of 
this Branch and was later sent forward to the office 
of the Minister, for the information of the Minister 
himself and his officials. Later, I sent a letter to 
the Indian Commissioner for British Columbia, Major 
D. M. MacKay, in which I expressed certain views in 
regard to an educational program that might be provided 
for the Stikine Agency, just as soon as times become 
normal, In this letter I expressed the hope that the 
Indian Commissioner would find it convenient to discuss 
this matter with the Bishops concerned. A copy of this 
letter is enclosed, for your information. I trust that 
he will have an opportunity to interview the Bishops 
before any definite action is taken. 


I am sending you forward also a state- 
ment showing the number of Indian residential schools 
in Canada, the number operated under the auspices of 
the Catholic Chureh and the number operated under the 
auspices of the non-Catholic denominations. You will 
readily see that while no Catholic residential school 
has been established in the Yukon, the number of 
Catholic schools in operation in the Dominion indicates 
that there has been no discrimination on the part of the 
Government at any time in the establishment of residen- 
tial schools - certainly no discrimination against the 
Catholic Church.

I feel the Department should be aware of the excellent 
service given by Reverend Father Carpentier, O.M.2, the senior 
Roman Catholic missionary for the Cassiser district, during the 
many epidemeis of sickness whicn have been prevelant amongst 
the Indians of this Agency since September, 1942, 


In September, 1942, Father Carpentier spent many hours 
helping and nursing Indians on the Stikine Nomad Reserve at 
Telegraph Creek who were sick with a particularly severe type 
of influenza. His efforts in supervising the care of these 
people, without benefit of a doctor or nurse, were splendid. 


At the expiration of the severe measles epidemic in 
January, 1943, amongst the Indians of the Iskut Lakes Camp, 
the Father again cave unselfish service in attending the wants 
of the many ceases of lingering illness following the measles. 
He did this single handed as no medical or other help was avail- 
able. 


In May and June, 1945, another severe influenza epidemic 
struck the Telegraph Creek jistrict and Father Carpentier aid 
much to comfort and alleviate the suffering of sick Indians, 
visiting many infected homes and finally contreoting the disease 
himself. 


A dysentery epidemic broke out on the Stikine Nomad 
Reserve in August, 1945 and Father Carpentier was on hand to 
supervise and help stricken families, even spending whole nights 
watching with sick children. And at Dease Lake in November and 
December of the same year the Father, with only prief instructions, 
from Telegraph Creek, 75 miles distant by trail, nursed 12 children 
through this disease again and only one died and that one before 
the proper instructions for treatment had reached him. 


Father Carpentier's work amongst the Indians has always 
been unselfish and devoted and his co-operation with this office 
very gratifying. As the Department is no doubt aware, this

Where are approximately 36 Endian childrem of School age 
belonging to the North Tacla Lake Band not attending the Le jac 
Residential Sehool or any Day Sehool , for various reasons, the 
prineipal one being that these children with their parents move 
on to their trapping grounds late in August or early in September 
each year and are so far away that it is next to imposai ble to get 
hhem. Furthermore, the Lejac School can be filled with pupils 
much closer than these and for that reason the Sehool authorities do 
not bother much about them, 


Under the circumstances I am going to recommend to the Department 
that a Sumer Sehool be established at Takls Landing along the same 
lines as those at Fort Meieod and Fort Grahame at present. ‘he length 
of the term at Takla could be four months instead of three. 


fhe Indians are prepared to build a school if the Department will 
assist with the roof, floors, windows and doors, the total cost of which 
should not exceed §200-00. 


There is a bud@lding evailable which we could et along with for one 


; A and which we gould rent for $10-00 per month. It fact it might be 


alvisable to do that anyway for a year or two until we could decide on 
the definite success or failure of the scheme. vf course a certain 
amount of lumber would have to be sent up anyway tho first year to make 
desks. 


If you would please take this matter into consitderation and advise 
if anything could be done about establishing a sehool at this point 
next year I would be greatly obliged. If there is I could do a lot of 
preliminary work during the winter, such as notifying the parents through 
their Missionary at Christmas of the probable date hat the sehool would 
open. 


I didn't mention this sehool in my Estimates as i did not consider 
at that time that the question was developed far enough mong the Indians, 
although it has been discussed with them by me for the past two years. 
However, yvecent advic 0 & ° lieve shat the Indians have taken 
to the idea ami are ripe for us to proceed.

i recently returned from North facia iake where 1 had an 
opportunity of visiting the summer school and checking up on how 
it was received by the Indians generally and the parents and 
children in particular, 


I am pleased to be able to report that the School, so far, 
is getting along splendidly. there has been 100; attendance 
every dey since it opened and we are going to have 40 children 
enrolled by the end of this week, when i was there last week 
there were 36. {he teacher informed me that with one or two 
exceptions none of the children had ever attended school before 
so you can imagine what a boon this simmer school is to these 
indians who are really too far away from Lejac to send their 
chiléren there. After my return from takia i had to order some 
more lumber to make another desk ( which seats 6) and for that 
reason 1 may ran a few doilars over the amount of $50-00 ailowed 
in your letter of April the Oth. last, ile Now 163-261. However, 
i wiil not need to useiithe $15-v0 which I asked for stove pipes as 
this wiil not be necessary.

I understand that my talk 
and threats had some effect for the attendance has been 
doubled since I was there and things are very much improved. 
I am not so sure that the new teacher wasn't to blame, as he 
is much too lax in his discipline and does not seem to have 
any control over the children when they are out playing 
during recess. In watching the teacher attend to ordinary 
routine the school he is, I think, quite capable, but he 
certainly can stand to be a lot stricter with the pupils 
during recess and while they are on the school grounds. 

I told the teacher this when I was there and think that he 
may improve, but he is a timid young chap anyway and 

I am not so sure that he will ever be much of a success 

in an outlying seasonal school like /ackla anyway. Outside 
of that I think real prosress is being made in the school 
and it is kept spotlessly clean and neat.

Re: Day School, Alberni 


In acecrdance with your instructions I visited 
Opetchesaht Indian Reserve No. 1 at Alberni in connection with 
the proposal to establish e dey school there to serve children 
of that Neserve end Seshart Indian Reserve No. 1, in order to 
relieve school administrative problems at .lberni Indian 
Residentiel School snd make aveilable accommodation at the 
school, now taken up by these pupils, for children from Reserves 
having no educational facilities. 


There is ean ole chureh building situate on the north 
side of the highway following the river and at the s.w. corner 
of the Heserve, which it was proposed at one time to repair and 
convert into 4 gohool house. I examined the building and agree 
with the Indian Agent's report of March 28th, 1945, to the effect 
that it would cost less to tear it down and rebuild. it is 4 
very old structure in an advanced stage of interior and exterior 
decey. I would recommend agsinst using ony waterial that could 
be salvaged from it in e& new school building. If it is torn 
down this site would make an excellent location for 4 new school 
building as it is a good pbuilding site, mostly covered with 
brush and reasonably cesy clearing as many of the larger trees 
could be left for shade and ornament. Indians could be employed 
for clearing, unless the Agent's proposal to me to have it done 
with a bulldozer was adopted. 


As stated, the iighwey is on the south of this site and 
there is an excellent road along the west boundary of the Neserve- 
There is an excellent view of the river from the site and the 
surroundings could be made quite ettrective. 4&8 the Indian hous#® 
on this Reserve facing the highway ore fairly modern design 
bungelows with good gerdens,the whole would create 4 od 
impression of the leserve to travellers using this main road. 


If it is intended to build 4 school I would recommend 
that we acquire from the Indians a rectanguler area of about ose 
to one and a half acres on this corner, which would be bounded on 
the south by the main road, on the west by the side road and west 
boundary of the HNeserve, on the north by existing Indian oul tiva- 
tion and on the east by @ north and south boundary ebout three 
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be... feet from end parallel with the west boundary. This 
would probably include a small area immediately east of the 
old church on which some Indian may have a claim as it contains 
an old, small, unoccupied and dilapidated building surrounded 
by a heavy second growth of brush. If necessary, compensation 
should be paid to the Indian claimant, which would probably not 
exceed .100.00. 


According to the Commissioner's report of march Sl, 
1945, on Alberni Indien Nesidential Sehool, there sre 31 children 
of school age on Seshart Reserve (about 1 1/4 miles distant) and 
13 on Opetchesaht Reserve, totel of 44, with preschool children 
of 33 and 12 respectively, total 45. This would point to the 
possible future need for two classrooms and the design of any 
new building could provide for a necessary addition, or possibly 
a basement classroom. 


There is an acute shortage of housing accommodation 
in the district, which will probably continue well into the post 
war period due to the expansion of the timber industry here. 
Further, eny school should be planned with a view to its becominy 
an Indian community center with a resident teacher, particularly 
if these may be employed on a year round basis at some future 
time. It is much easier to secure fully qualified teaching 
personnel where the accommodation problem is disposed of. Such 
a school in this location would probably cost 96,500.00 to 
#7,500.00,and could be patterned after the Bella Bella or Kitimaat 
schools.if a two room and community structure. The entire cost, 
equipped, would probably run well up towards 910,000 or two thirds 
of the amount for a one room school with residence. A simple one 
room school without residence would probably cost about 95,000.00. 


These suggestions are made as, with the Indian Agent, 
I was unable to find thet any temporary accommodation was available. 


I visited the Ucluelet school on this inspection and 
found that the church on the Heserve was in use as & classroom, 
now closed, and hed the following desks stemped “C.0.& S. Fdy Co” 


No. 1 8 complete and 1 front 

No. 2 ag and l front and 1 back 
No. 3 2 fronts and basks 
No. 4 10 complete and 2 fronts and backs

In my report on the Alberni Indian Residential 
School dated March 3lst reference was made to the need of 
a Day School in the vicinity of the Residential School to 
provide accommodation for Indian school children of the 
Sheshaht and Opetchesaht Reserves not attending the 
Residential School. During a discussion of the matter, a 
site on the (Opet chesaht Reserve was suggested as suitable 
for this purpose, following which the matter was referred 
to the Indian owners by the Agent for consideration. The 
Band met on April 2nd ana following an explanation of the 
requirements of the Department by Mr. Ashbridge passed the 
attached resolution indicating their willingness to 
surrender sufficient land for school purposes. 


Mr. Inspector Coleman discussed the subject 
with Mr. Ashbridge during a recent visit to Alberni and I 
enclose a copy of his memorandum, with accompanying photo- 
graphs of the site, for your information. If it transpires 
that the equipment at Ucluelet, to which Inspector Coleman 
refers, is not needed at that point arrangements can be made 
for its transfer to Alberni. 


I should like to suggest the Department proceed 
to secure the necessary authority for the establishment of 
a Day School on the Opetchesaht Reserve in order that con- 
struction may proceed once funds and materials become avail- 
able.

When Dr. Wilson nominated Miss Pitts 
for her present position as teacher of the Alberni Indian 
Day School and forwarded her name through United Church 
officials to the Indian Affairs Branch, I was not consulted 
nor were you as far as I know, 


The fact of the matter is that in cinversation 
with Dr. Wilson later it came out that he had never seen the 
girl, and that he had telephoned to Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge 
asking if the nomination of Miss Pitts would be satisfactory. 
Dr. Wilson, Superintendent for the United Church Missions 
south of the Bella Coola-Bella Bella line,informed me that 
Mr. Ashbridge said it was satisfactory for Miss Pitts to be 
nominated to the Department. 


Mr. Ashbridge asked me at the same time 
or shortly afterwards to protest the appointment of Miss Pitts 
to the Department. I told him I could not do any such thing 
as I had not been consulted. You will remember that it was 
about this time that I suggested that all nominations for 
Indian Day School teachers be made through your office inorder 
that the LVepartment might be properly informed witi regard 
to qualifications of candidates, This has since been arranged 
and is working very well indeed, 


Mr. Ashbridge would no doubt like a change 
of teachers made here at the end of the present school year. 
His wishes do not carry much weight with me as he is entirely 
responsible for the present state of things at this school, 
where Miss Pitts should never have been appointed, but once 
appointed must be given every consideration.

General Remarks: 

The school is not @ success 

Tt is essential that the teacher at such a school 
as this believes in the possibility of making an Indian Day 
School a success, even under rather adverse circumstances. 
Miss Pitts being so closely connected with the late Indian 
Residential School, which itself was anything but a success, 
should not have been chosen as the first teacher of the Day 
School here. Miss Pitts has done her best in a limited way 
but would do far better in a "Provincial School". 

The question of transfer of Mr, and Mrs. Von Storch 
from Ucluelet to take charge here should I think be taken 
into consideration. Mr. Von Storch has been quite lo enough 
at Ucluelet and Mrs Von Storch is no longer required there as 
Field Matron. If Mr. Von Storch had done better work at Ucluelet 
this last year I should have recommended this transfer, as it is 
I can only suggest that he be moved here with the consent of the 
United Church as a temporary teacher, as from September 1938.

Making allowance for absentees 
and other causes, it is estimated that the school attend- 
ance will not exceed 25, or even less, and I would say 
that one teacher would suffice for the present. As there 
is another room already available, it would simply mean 
employing another teacher in the event of the pupilage 


increasing. 


With regard to the proposed 
mid-day meal, this is respectfully recommended, due to the 
distance the children have to go to school, also as a health 
insurance for the undernourished, and as domestic training 
for the girls who would prepare the meal. This meal would 
be very simple consisting of a hot soup or milk, bread, etc., 
and could be provided at a cost of ten to twelve cents per 
meal per capita, and should be provided throughout the 
academic year. 


As instructed, I have today 
written to Mr. Indian Commiscioner MacKay, with respect to 
desks required, and to appointment of a teacher.

In reply to your letter of October 8, 1948, File 16-11-2 I wish 
to advise that I have contacted Mr. Caldwell regarding the 
accommodation at hisschool for an additional teacher should one 
be employed at the Alberni Day School. Mr. Caldwell advises that 
at the present time the Residential School is full to capacity 
but that if no other place was available Mrs. Caldwell would be 
prepared to accommodate the teacher in the residence and that she 
could obtain her meals in the staff quarters. 


Regarding the use of the Hall on the Sheshaht Reserve I would 
advise that as this will be a temporary measure the accommodation 
there would be adequate. Desks which would not be required in the 
present school would be moved to the hall and additional seating 
could be obtained by the use of the tables and benches which we 
had before the desks arrived. There is at present a drum heater 
and a large cook stove in the hall and this would, I think, be 
sufficient for heating purposes, 


This Band would like compensation for the use of the hall to the 
extent of $25.00 per month to take care of ordinary wear and tear,

I enclose herewith Insvector Davey's memorandum of 
the 28th ult., reviewing the educational requirements of 
the Opetchesaht and Sheshaht Indian Reserves of the West 
Coast Agency, indicating that while a two roomed school 
would be required to provide for the present estimated 
enrolment, and a three roomed building within the next few 
years, a one room school,for the present, would enable us 
to better determine our future requirements. He recommends 
that the old day school located on the Alberni Residential 
school property, which has been in use by them since fire 
destroyed the classroom shortly after its construction, 
could be moved to a suitable location on the adjoining 
Sheshaht Reserve for this purpose. He estimates that about 
two-thirds of the pupils would be from Sheshaht Reserve, 
and one third from Opetchesaht Reserve, which is about 14 
miles distant. 


Mr. Indian Agent Garrard has secured the enclosed 
quotation for $1,232.25 from a contractor, Mr. Thompson, 
for clearing the new site, moving building to it on new 
footings, painting exterior and interior and generally 
putting it in condition for occupation, which appears quite 
reasonable under present conditions. He also provides for 
a circulatory heater at a cost of $85.95, a total of 
$1,309.20. Also forty new desks will be required, on which 
quotations will be secured, if you approve of the opening 
of this school.

With reference to the enclosed Account from the Secretary- 
Treasurer of School District No, 70, (Alberni) for the trans- 
portation of Indian Children from the Opetchesaht Reserve Road 

to the Sheshaht Reserve near the Indian Day School, I wish to 
advise that the distance these children are transported is 
approximately 14 miles. The road on which they travel is a 

main highway and no sidewalks are on either side making a con- 
dition where it is necessary for the children to walk on the 
main highway. As a greater portion of these children are quite 
small and traffic is heavy and fast along this roadway it was 
donsidered adviseable that transportation be found to convey 
these children over this stretch of road. Arrangements were 
therefore made with the District School Board for these children 
to be carried in the School Bus when it was returning from taking 
the High School children to their school in the mornings and again 
in the evenings when the bus was going to pick the High School.

The writer has visited Alberni Residential School 
on two occasions while at the West Coast Agency and during 
both visits the subject of classroom accommodation was 
discussed at length with the Principal, Mr. Caldwell. It 
will be recalled that while a four room block was built in 
recent years two additional classrooms of a temporary nature 
have had to be added to prevent overcrowding. 


In addition to the leck of classroom accommodation 
referred to, a serious problem of classroom facilities 
exists on the Indian Reserves immediately adjacent to the 
Residential school where an old one-room school, at present 
in use, is entirely inadequate for the pupilage on the 
Reserves. I attach hereto a memorandum from Mr. Davey, our 
School Inspector, dated September 29th, in which he submits 
& proposition to adequately care for the educational require- 
ments at the Residential school and adjoining Reserves. 


During Dr. Dorey's recent visit to Vancouver a 
meeting was arranged at this office with Dr. Dorey, Mr. 
Caldwell, Mr. Davey and the writer to discuss various phases 
of our school administration at the Residential School. Mr. 
Davey's memorandum, with which I fully concur, was touched 
upon and I gather that Dr. Dorey and Mr. Caldwell feel that 
the erection of an additional four room block catering to the 
Residential school pupils and the Indian Reserve Day school 
pupils on a full day basis and under the jurisdiction of this 
Branch would be a decidedly forward step and one leading to 
an adequate and worthwhile educational program. 


Indian Affairs, (RG 10, Volume 6420, file 860A-5, part 1) 
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I strongly recommend the erection of this additional four- 
room block to be operated under the jurisdiction of this 
Branch by adding to the existing recently built four-room 
block at the Residential School. 


In addition to the above subject and recommend- 
ation, I attach hereto a self-explanatory memorandum from Mr. 
Davey, dated September Ist, covering the problem of the ever 
increasing number of pupils from Indian Dey schools and 
Residential schools who desire to go forward to higher 
education. Y,u will note from this memorendum that Provincial 
high school and technical school courses are available at 
present and will be to an even greater extent in the future 
at Alberni where we have always enjoyed excellent cooperation 
from the local High School Board. It seems logical that we 
should take advantage of entering possibly up to forty pupils 
from our Residential school and surrounding Indian Reserves 
where higher education is not available and this could readily 
be reached by arrangements with the Alberni School Board and 
by the erection of two moderate, seperate dwellings upon the 
Residential school pro erty providing dormitory space (one for 
boys and one for givis) for up to twenty pupils each, where 
the pupils could reside and be under the direct supervision 
of the Residential school Principal after school hours. The 
suggested location is ideal from, I think, every point of view 
for such a plan and with the pupils living in pleasant surround- 
ings with regular evening study periods and supervised 
recreational activities at the Residential school and in 
Alberni it is my opinion that such an arrangement would prove 
successful and go a long way towards the desired assimilation 


of the pupils concerned.

With reference to your letter dated June 19th,with regard to the 
disposal of the above mentioned buildings to the Sheshaht Band of Indians. 


To begin with, this building was never 4 Day School until it was 
moved off the Residential School grounds on to the Indian Reserve. From 
1910 - 1927 this building was used as & detached class-room for the 
resident pupils. The Principal of the Residential school at the time was 
Mr. H. B. Currie, @ resident from Alberni. Mr. Currie erected the Day 
School in 1911. It was on @ cement wall, concrete floor with the basement 
used as a pupils playroom. the approximate cost of this building at that 
time was $1000.00. 


In the early days of Indian Education the property and buildings were 
erected by the Churches. This Day School was built with Presbyterian Church 
money. 


The Residential Bchool was destroyed by fire on June 3, 1917. The new 
Residential school was constructed by this Department jn 1920-21. In the 
meantime from 1987 until completion of the new school, classes were carried 
on in the Day *chool. This new Residential school was also destroyed by 
fire during Rev. Pitts Principalship, about 1934 or 1935. The Day gchool 
was again absorbing many children who attended the Residential School for 
a time. 


The Presbyterian work in the Day School ceased when Church union was 
consumated, at which time it passed over to the United Church in 1925.

From 1925 = 1950 Departmental funds were used for repairs and upkeep 
to the Day School with no specific alterations made to the building 
itself. 


In 1950 the Day School ceased to function as a classroom when 
the new Gill Elementary school opened at the Fall term with all local 
Indian children attending a Public school for the first time. 


We are pleased to advise that the Indian ehildren have adjusted 
themselves very satisfactorily to their new environment, and on the 
average are keeping up with the white children in their studies. We can 
forsee no future use of the old building as a classroom again. The local 
bands are extremely satisfied with the present school arrangements, and 
mark it as a great advancement in Indian ‘ducation. 


The present worth of the Vay School is considered to be approximately 
$400.00

About 1948, following the completion of the first 
of the two four-classroom blocks now in use at the Alberni 
Residential School, the old building formerly used as a 
classroom at the Alberni Residential School when it operated 
under Presbyterian auspices, was moved to the Sheshaht Reserve 
which joins the raésidential school pronerty, ant was renovated 
to serve that reserve as a day school, Subsequently, arrange~ 
ments were made for the admission of the children of this reserve 
to the Gill Provincial "lementary School. Since 1950 it has been 
used for church services and to serve as a meeting place for the 
Homemakers! Club. 


I am now informed that the Sheshaht Band wish to acquire 
this building in order that it may be set aside for the exclusive 
use of the church. If the Band is successfil, they propose to 
name it the “Sheshaht United Church", I presume that the 
clergyman doing the missionary work on the Sheshaht Reserve is 
fully aware of the circumstances, and you may wish to contact 
him concerning this matter, 


The department is prepared to turn this building over 
to the Band for the use indicated above. However, the church, 
as well as the department, appears to have an interest in the 
building, and before making any definite commitment I would 
appreciate having your comments as to whether or not the proposal 
in connection with this building meets with your approval.

Godfrey are doing there best under the circumstancese I find 
there are in the neighbourhood of twenty children in and 
around Moricetown of school age who would benifit by a Indian 
Day School at that point. 


Both Fathers Coccola and Codfrey abject to any 
Indian Yay School at Moricetown,stating that the Fraser Lake 
Indian Residential School is for that purpose,and therefore 
the Hagwilget Indian Children must go there.

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INSPECTOR'*S SURVEY REPORT ON MORICETOWN INDIAN VILLAGE 


Babine Agency. ___ 


Purpose of Survey: 


This survey was undertaken,on the 
instructions of the Indian Affairs Branch, with a view 
to determine the necessity for the establishment of an 
Indian D ay School at Moricetown, and if such a school 
should be found to be necessary to locate a proper site 
for the proposed school. 


Date of Survey: 


On May 22nd 1937, accompanied by 
the Acting Indian Agent of the Babine Agency, Mr.Mallinson, 
I made a very thorough inspection of the Moricetown 
Indian Village. 

Many of the Indians were interviewed 
and an inspection made of the larger houses. 


Map: A very rough sketch map or plan of 

the village was made, and from this the attached ROUGH 
SKETCH MAP was drawn. No map was available which I could 
copy and the work had to be done on the ground in a few 
minutes. I must ask the kind consideration of all the 
officials of the Indian Affairs Branch who may read this 
report,for it is a very rough map indeed which is attached 
and it is only forwarded in the belief that any map is 
better than no map. 


The Indians of Moricetown were not all 
seen as quite a number were away from the village. The 
twenty or so seen were all very emphatic in their requests 
for an Indian Day School, They told me that they had asked 
for several years for a school, and in answer to my question 
told me that certainly they would send their children to 
school regularly. 

Were a school to be erected here, and 
the local Indians given some of the work under the direct 
supervision of a "White" carpenter, they would get in logs 
if necessary and work well, I am certain. 


The Indians were very respectful and 
well mannered. They quite understood that I could not 
promise them a school, and were satisfied when I told them 
before leaving that I shoulda certainly recommend the 
establishment of a school in Moricetown, but that I did not 
believe that there were sufficient funds to BUILD a school 
at present. I told them that the numbers attending would 
decide the question of whether a school should be built 
later. There are a number of HALLS available and the 
Indians all seemed anxious to have one or another of these 
selected, I was led to understand that the necessary work 
would be done,on the one selected,by the owner and the actual 
pbuilding rented to the Indian Affairs Branch in a state of 
good repair. I did not of course promise that any building 
would be rented. 

The general attitude of the Indians was 
far better than in many of the villages where we have had 
a school for years. Mr Mallinson did most of the actual 
talking to the Indians, but I talked to them myself to make 
perfectly certain that they did in fact want a4 school very 
badly. The children whom I saw said they wanted to come to 
school. Only one or two had been at any school ever, I saw

The Acting Indian Agent, Mr. Mallinson, 

at my request has been good enough to prepare several 
pages of detailed information as to the actual children 
available and their ages, the names and ages of those 
children who are at present under school age but who 
would of course later be available. These pages are 
now incorporated in my report for the information of 
the Director of Welfare and Training. 


Names of parents are given,and when necessary 
the distances from the pbuilding which I suggest should 
be used as a school to the childts home is also given. 


It will be seen that there are 4 large number 
of children of school age available for school now, and 
quite a number of children of under school age who will 
replace those leaving at the age of fifteen or sixteen years. 


what is much more important is the fact that 
4f the school be located in Moricetown a number of Indians 
at present living in other villages, Smithers, Telkwa, Etc., 
are said to be determined to return to Moricetown. 


Smithers, Telkwa, Ftc., are small towns and 
not Indian villages, and it will be to the advantage of the 
Indians to get them back on the Indian Reserves. 


There are a number of Indians living at TWO MILE, 
which is,as the name would imply, just about two miles north 
of Moricetown, These Indians will have their children walk 
daily to Moricetown to attend school. A school located near 
the mile post on the Hazelton to Smithers road which reads 
Hazelton 28 miles Smithers 21 miles might be considered the 
central point. It would be at a point 4 little to the nath 
of my sketch map. Tt should be remembered that it is quite 
possible that some children will walk from Hudsons Bay 4 
place about three miles south east of Moricetown, and this 
has been taken into consideration in locating the best place 
for an Indian schocl. 


While the numbers given to me by Mr. Mallinson 
are accurate and may be relied on by the Indian Affairs Branch 
I certainly consider that the proposed school should be 
furnished with equipment for at least forty children. 
This will be necessary to take care of the children returning 
from the towns mentioned above in addition to those now living 
on he local Indian Reserves. 


Part of the time given to the survey was taken 
up in checking the names and ages of the Indian children, so 
that the attached lists might be as complete as possible. 


I would therefore recommend that an Indian Day 
School to accommodate at least forty children of ages from 
six years to sixteen be established at Moricetown to open 
on September lst 1937. 
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There are a number of Halls as they are called 
available. I do not recommend the building of an Indian 
school at the present time. 


It is possible that later on a large Day School 
Ath accommodation on one end for a teachers! residence may 
be necessary, but at present this is not sé, and a rented 
pbuilding will be most satisfactory here. 


There are three Halls available. These are 
marked "A" "Bt" and "D" on the attached map. 
There are also three possible places where a 
teacher might live. These are marked "C" "Et and "F" on the map. 


"BM Hall This Hall belongs to Peter Michell (Indian) 
It was builé in 1929. It is of frame 
construction. The logs on which it rests are set on concrete 
blocks. The outside is T. and G. weather boarding. While the 
floor is satisfactory,the upstairs is not finished and the 
whole of the inside needs to be lined, The construction is 
not very good. The location is not a good one for a school 
as there are houses quite near and there is no available space 
for a playground. The building is about 36 feet by 21 feet. 
I do not consider that this building is 
in any way suitable as 4 school, 


"Dp" Hall This Hall together with the house marked "E" 

might do well enough for a school and a 
teacher's home. They are located in about two acres of partly 
cleared land.fronting on the main road, which is not a good point. 

The Hall is of log construction supported on 
cedar cedar posts and logs, It 4s about 36 feet by 24 feet. 

It is not lined. It has a ship lap floor. The upstairs is 
not yet finished and there is no stair way at present. 

Much work would be necessary on this building 
but the owner says he is willing to finish it if it were chosen 
as the school, It was built in 193<. 

The location is in a space which would make 
a playground if it were fenced from the main road, The owner 
is Arthur Michell and this man is quite equal to carrying out 
his promises. He is an Indian who works in the supplying of 
poles to some of Mr, Hanson's camps, ad is quite well off. 

He tells me that he wuld put up a fence and make this and 
the house marked "E" suitable for a_ school and teacher's home, 

He told me he would want a rent of $12.00 
a month for the two places and the surrounding ground, and he 
split this into $8,00 for the Hall and $4.00 for the little 
frame house "E" 

The house "E" has a room downstairs and one 
upstairs. It is not very well constructed of ship lap. 

The windows do not fit. It is 15 feet by 25 feet and is the 
poorest of the three places located as possible teacher's 
residences. The location near the Church and Priest's house is 
good. The back part of the cleared land around 

the Hall "D" is said to flood in the Spring. It lies low. 

The cars passing on the main road make this a dusty place. 


I do not think the Hall "D" and the house 


"BE" should be chosen for a school and teacher's residence 
unless we could not obtain any other place at a suitable rent. 
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Moricetown Survey Report: 


Buildings Continued: 


"A" Hall. This Hall is the property of 

Tyee Lake David who lives at Telkwa. 
It is of frame construction with rough weather boarding 
outside and cedar ship lap lining inside. It has a good 
floor at present used as a Dance Hall. The upstairs is 
poor and has a lot of old beds and mattresses, Ete, in it now. 

The building is about 55 feet by 25 feet 
The supports of the upstairs are too weak and some three 
strong uprights should be placed to take the weight of the 
central beam. There are six windows, two on each of three 
sides. This is a poor plan but might do for the present. 

The location is splendid as may 
be seen from the sketch map attached, 

This building is on rather higher 
land than the remainder of the village. It is located in 
about an acre AWAY FROM THE REST OF THE VILLAGE and is 
surrounded by short grass and a few small trees, This would 
make a very nice little playground. 

There is a we¢l at the back of the 
pbuilding. I found it to be dry, or at least with some snow 
in it. It seemed about 20 feet deep and about 44 wide. It 
is said to go to rock. 


Near this "A" Hall there is a small 
one room log cottage marked "C" on the map. It belongs to 
David Dennis who does not live there, and would I believe 
rent it. The little house is very well built and would be 
warm. It is about 16 feet by 24 feet. It would be worth 
about $4.00 a month for the twelve months of the year. 

It is well located from a healthful 
point of view and near the tA" Hall which I certainly think 
wuld make a good school house, 


The "A" Hall would be worth around 
$12.00 per month for the twelve months of the year. 
—— 

The remaining possible teacher's 
cottage is that marked "F" and belongs to Tom Michell. 
It is nearly half a mile from the "A" Hall, is about 15feet 
py 18 feet, and is built of logs with an upstairs room, 
This "F" cottage is fairly well 
built and would suit a married couple. 


Recommendation on Buildings: 


I would recommend that the "A" Hall 
and the "C" cottage be rented if the sums asked are not gretly 
in excess of the valuation I have made above, the "A" Hall to 
be converted into the proposed Moricetown Indian Day School 
and the "Cc" Cottage used by the teacher if single. 


Equipment: 
I shall be very glad to help the 
Acting Indian Agent with a list of necessary equipment should 
the Indian Affairs Branch decide to establish this school as 
recommended. At least forty SINGLE CROWN SCHOOL DESKS will 
be required, Asbestoslate Boards and a teacher's Table and Chair. 
I do not consider it necessary to list here such things as 
a simple flag pole and Union Jack which are most necessary in 
any Indian school. On request from Ottawa I shall do my best 
\ to help the local Indian Agent in the establishment of this 
school. 
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Moricetown Survey Report 


General Remarks: 


I do not think I need add anything to 
what has been reported above, 


I believe that the need for an Indian 
Day School has been established, and the location selected 
of the Hall marked "A" a very good one indeed for such a 
school. 
I asked the Indians what kind of teacher 
they wanted if they got a school, I was told by them that 
they left that to the Roman Catholic Church and the Inspector. 


May I recommend in closing that a very 
experienced teacher be chosen for this new school, if it 
is decided to establish one here. Again I may say that I 
shal] be glad to assist in the selection of the best candidate 
from seveml suggested by the Catholic Church authorities, or 
in any other way that the Indian Affairs Branch may require. 
I am anxious that no young man with little experience or 
without a B.C.Certificate be selected as teacher. 


The Indian parents and children are 
alike eager for a school, and any mistake in the selection 
of the first teacher here would ruin the good feeling now 
being shown in the village. 


It should be remembered that we have 
a Field Matron, Mrs Edith Maclean on this Indian Reserve. 
Mrs. Maclean lives some miles away from Moricetown,. 
She tells me that the Indian parents are buying new clothes 
for their children in anticipation of there being a school 
at Moricetown in September.

Mr Cleveland's qualifications were set out ina 
letter from Inspector Barry dated August ard forwarded to you 
with my 15/1/727 of August 4th. 


In brief he is a married man and aged 29, He has 
not had Normal School training but states that he passed the 
Ontario Senior Matriculation and taught manual training to 
unemployed youths in Manitoba . He is a Catholic and is willing 
to follow the advice of our Inspector of Schools. Mr Cleveland 
has stated his willingness to take Provincial Summer School or 
Normal School courses later as advised by Captain Barry. 


While our Inspector of Schools is willing to recommend 
the appointment of Mr, Cleveland as teacher of the Moricetown 
Indian day school, he considers that as this man has no Normal 
School training he should be appointed for only one year in 
the first instance, and with this viewpoint I am in agreement. 


The last teacher at Moricetown, Miss Sargent, was 
paid at the rate of $100.00 per teaching month though she had no 
particular qualifications for this work, The school is in @ 
rather out of the way place and there is no furniture in the 
addition to the Indian hall,rented as a school, which is being 
used as a teacher's residence. Under the circumstances,and as 
it may be necessary for Mr, Cleveland to make arrangements for 
renting another house to accommodate his wife and children, z 
do not consider the above mentioned salary excessive. 


I should be glad to have the Department's confirmation 
of the action taken in due course, put as the time is so short 
Mr Cleveland is being 4nstructed to open school at Moricetown at 
the beginning of the academic year. He has been supplied with 
a copy of questionnaire c150-52. .A copy of this letter has also 
been forwarded to His Excellency Bishop Bunoz ad to theActing 
Indian Agent at Hazelton.

We 
are renting these buildings at a cost of tie.0o An 
month from an Indian and, as the school on the 
Moricetown Reserve has now been operated for some 
five years and is apparently quite popular with 
the Indians, it would appear desirable to provide 
a new school at this point as soon as conditions 
will permit. In the meantime you might make some 
inquiries and advise me if a small amount of money 
expended now would make both the school and the 
teacher's residence more habitable.

I have your letter of the 29th ultimo 
enclosing T.D. 1 form and cost-of-living bonus 
form from Mrs. S.A. Amyot, teacher of the Moricetown 
Indian Day School. 


I am at a loss to understand where you 
obtained the information that there is only 4@ 
deduction of 4% from teachers' salaries for the 
retirement fund and an additional 1% deduction for 
the unemployment insurance fund. We have never made 
any deductions from teachers’ salaries for unemploy- 
ment insurance and since April 1, 1940, we have been 
deducting 5% monthly from each teacher's salary for 
the retirement fund. As you are aware, this amount, 
plus interest, is returned to the teacher when 
leaving our employ. 


The amount of $3.34 deducted from Mrs. amyot's 
salary for retirement fund for the month of December 
was on the basis of 5% but the total deducted only 
amounted to $3.34 due to the fact that she was only 
employed for part of the month. For your information 
I might add that the deduction for the retirement 
fund is only made from the basic salery and, as Mrs. 
Amyot’s monthly salary is $90.00, an amount of 
$4.50 a month has been deducted since January 1. 


AS you state in the second paragraph of 
your letter, if Mrs. Amyot's income did not exceed 
the non-taxable amount for 1942 she is entitled to 
apply for a refund. [ enclose the necessary forms 
for this purpose which should be completed in 
quadruplicate. About the end of June she should

I enclose herewith Form T.D. l, which has been 
completed by Mrs. S.A. Amyot, teacher of the Indian Day 
School at Moricetown in the Babine Agency, together with 
a copy of Mr. Mallinson's letter of the 22nd instant, 
from which it will be observed that the deductions made 
from the salary in this case do not agree with information 
received from you to the effect that 4% of the salary 
deduction of teachers is credited to the retirement fund 
and 1% to Unemployment Insurance. 


It would also appear to me that if Mrs, Amyot's 
income did not exceed the non-taxable amount for the year 
that she would be entitled to a refund, and i have reason 
to believe that her income was very low indeed. 


Also enclosed are Declaration of Head of Household 
forms which have been duly completed.

with reference to your letter of July le regarding the 
possibility of making the Moricetown School and teacher's residence 
more habitable, I wish to advise that there is adjacent to the 
school a partially completed house which when completed would 
make a very satisfactory teacher's residence. This building, 
which measures 3116" by 15', would need to be lined and insulated, 
partitioned off into rooms, and would also require @ finished floor. 
The owner of the building, Tyee David, is the same man that ownes 
the building at present rented by the Department for a school, 
and ne informs me that, should the Department be willing to finish 
this house in @ manner suitable for a teacher's residence, he would 
pe agreeable to the Department having the use of the house, rent 
free, until the amount of the accumulated rent at the rate of 
$7.50 per month equalled the expenditure made by the Department 
for material and labour. aside from the Department pbuilding @ 
new teacher's residence, this pr oposal would appear to be the only 
solution to the question of providing decent living quarters for 
the teacher at Moricetown.

Replying to your letter of the sUth instant, 
file 151-221, regarding conditions of the Moricetown Indian 
Day School and the teacher's residence, I would advise that 
I took this matter up with Mr. Indian Agent Mallinson and en- 
close herewith his report of the Sth instant from which it will 
be noted that to place the small buildin; adjacent to the school 
in repair suitseble for a teacher's residence would cost ¥278.c0 
and that the Indian owner is willing to have this work done 
and rental of $7.50 per month credited to the cost of these 
repairs. By the time the amount deducted balancesthe expenditure 
it may be possible that the Department would be able to construct 

school on the Reserve and provide quarters in the building for

Mr. Mallinson also estimates the cost of improving

I enclose herewith a requisition from Mrs, A.C. Buddrus, teacher of the 
Moricetown Indian Day School who requires cooking utensils and furnishings as 


listed, 


This Teacherage which we rent from a Moricetown Indian is very poorly 
furnished and I would recommend favourable consideration of the items 
requested. A quotation from a Hazelton Store is enclosed, I have inspected 
the goods upon which the quotat.on is submitted and consider they are quite 


satisfactory. 


In order to make it liveable this teacherage requires also paper and the 
ceilings and walls should be given a coat of Casein Paint and the woodwork 
trim should receive two coats of oilpaint. Materials required for this are 
800 feet of Building Paper, 10 packages of Casein Paint and two quarts of 
white paint. The paints are obtainable locally but the Building Paper is 


not. 


Reference to your files will show that upon taking over this building 
in March, 1944 the Department spent a sum of $384.27 to put it in order, This 
was to be debited from the rental at the rate of $7,50 per month until fully 
paid for, From this it will be seen that payment will not have been completed 
until June, 1948, but I would recommend that we undertake these small additional 
improvements, particularly because Mr, Buddrus the teacher's husband, a carpenter, 
is home at present and would willingly do fhe work without charge.

I am forwarding Supt. Boys' letter of June 14th 
and Telephone Contract referred to therein in connection 
with the proposed installation of a telephone in the 
Moricetown Indian day school teacherage. 


While I am familiar with the Department's policy 
in connection with the installation of telephones in 
teacherages,involving payment of the initial installation 
cost by the Department and subsequent rental by the teacher, 
in this case in view of the isolated location of the 
village, the absence of white residents in the near vicinity 
and the infrequent mail service, I feel that the installation 
of a telephone apart from any security it might provide 
for the teacher would, as suggested by Mr. Boys, be of 
considerable assistance to his administration and might 
also obviate the necessity of occasional journeys to the 
village. 


I would recommend that the Department approve the 
installation and payment of installation and rental 
charges for a period of six months at which time the matter 
should be reviewed by the Agent with a view to determining 
whether the expenditure is warranted.

Mr. Boys has indicated that it is expected that 
there will be nine boys between the ages of eleven and 
fifteen in attendance at this school during the coming 
academic year, ar that the total enrolment at this 
school will be 45. In view of the large class, and 
because it is believed that there is an opportunity for 
worthwhile work along vocational training lines, it is 
recommended that Mr. Buddrus be appointed on a basis of 
one day per week at the rate of $8.00 a day. This is 
in line with the arrangement at the Nanaimo Indian Day 
School.

Though I did not receive a copy of Departmental 
letter 151-9A-1 of July 4th last I did have a copy from 
Indian Agent Mortimer of his reply S-1-59 of July 15th and 
from this understand that authority has been given for the 
establishment of an Indian Day School in rented buildings 
at Old Fort Babine, Babine Agency. 


I am forwarding herewith a copy of a letter I 
have received from His Excellency Bishop Bunoz of Prince Rupert. 


I have discussed the matter with Inspector Barry 
and learn that of the candidates suggested by the Bishop 
the only one he is prepared to recommend is Miss M. Thorne Hughes 
of Victoria, who has been for the past few years teacher of 
the Songhees Indian Day School, Cowichan Agency. 


It would appear that Miss Mary Bell accepted a 
Provincial appointment some time ago, and Captain Barry has 
not heard from Miss Moriaux for at least a year. At that time 
there was some doubt if Miss Moriaux would be given a B.C. 
certificate as she had to qualify in certain subjects. 

Captain Barry informs me that while he did instruct Miss Bell 
to apply to Bishop Bunoz as he himself had nothing to do with 
the nomination of teachers for vacant positions, he is not 
prepared to recommend the appointment of this girl even if 
available as she has had some difficulty with parents and children 
in the matter of too severe discipline while she taught in a 
Provincial School, Miss Wadel taught for us at the Inkameep 
and Sliammon Indian Day Schools in the past. She has no B.C, 
Certificate, though she has a Summer School qualification in 
Primary Work. Nothing is known here of Mr. Leonard J. Burns 
who would mot appear to have a B.C.Certificate in any case. 


Under the circumstances I would agree with our 
Inspector of Schools that probably Miss Mary Thorne Hughes 


is the best of these candidates, and I would therefore recommend 
that she be given the appointment. 
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Miss Mary Thorn Hughes is living with her 
at 1259 eneroee Street, Victoria, B.C. She is now 
some 25 ars of age.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of 
September 28th, File 151-9A-1, forwardinga copy 
of a letter from Capt. G. C. Mortimer, Indian Agent 
for the Babine Agency, regarding the appointment of 
Miss Mary T. Hughes as teacher of the Old Fort Babine 
Indian Day School, 


In this particular case Miss Hughes was by far 
the best available teacher, male or female, at the time 
the nomination was made. Before Miss Hughes left for the 
North, I personally informed her of the isolated character 
of the School she had accepted and the dangers and difficul- 
ties that were usually associated with such appointments 
in remote sections of the country. Miss Hughes assured 
me that she understood the situation quite well and was 
quite prepared to undertake the task. Further, that her 
sister would accompany her to the North and live with her 
while she held the position there. Miss Hughes will be 
in touch with the R.C. Missionary and the Manager of the 
Hudson's Bay store at Old Fort Babine. 


Under the circumstances that usually exist in 
such isolated places as Old Fort Bahine, it would un- 
doubtedly be much better to have male teachers appointed 
to our Day Schools and in this Inspector Barry fully 
agrees. When Captain Barry was in the Babine Agency 
recently he made enquiries regarding Miss Hughes and 
assured me that she was getting along well and that she 
will be quite safe.

I am anxious that you should discuss the 
subject matter of this communication with Inspector 
Barry, just as soon as you can conveniently do so. 

I regret to state that we have not found it possible 
to send in a male teacher to 01d Fort Babine this 
year. I am personally, however, very much opposed 

to sending in female teachers to these isolated 
districts, This is a matter that might be discussed 
with the Church Authorities, particularly the Bishop. 
I feel confident that the Church Authorities will 

be glad to cooperate with us in the nomination of 
male teachers.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have read the correspondence to date with 
regard to the Indian Day Schools at Moricetown, and Old Fort 
Pabine, in the Babine Agency, and the letters from His 


Excellency Bishop Bunoz O.M.t. in connection with these schools. 


This morning I visited the officials of the 
Catholic Church here in Vancouver in an attempt to discover 
any suitable Catholic candidates with B.C.certificates for 
the above mentioned schools, I have also had interviews with 
two or three teachers. 


In general I may say that there exists a very 
great shortage of teachers with good qualifications, and that 
male teachers with B.C.certificates are almost impossible to 
find. For the above named schools we need married teachers 
and I am qite unable to find any married Catholic with a B.C. 
certificate, 

Under the existing circumstances I would 
recommend that in the case of the Old Fort Babine school His 
Excellency Bishop Bunoz be asked to nominate a married man 
with an Alberta or other Provincial certificate, and that such 
candidate be appointed by the Department on probation for a year. 
fo allow me an opportuhity to inspect the work of the teacher 
appointed to the Moricetown position I consider that the 
appointment might here also be temporary and for one year. 


In the case of the Moricetown vacancy I wish 
to put forward for the information of His Excellency Bishop Bunoz 
the below mentioned candidate:- 


GEORGE W, CLEVELAND Age 29 Married Mary (Crawford) Age 26 
the two children are 5 and 2 years of age. 

Mr, Cleveland has Senior Matriculation standing 
in Ontario, He has taught Manual Training to unemployed Manitoba 
youths. His wife is a teacher of music. Mr Cleveland is in 
good health and has a very good personality. He much wishes to 
be a teacher and would later when he has earned a little money 
take courses at the Provincial Summer School and Normal School, 
He is willing to do what he is told and to follow my suggestions. 
I consider him a much better candidate than even the last teacher 
at Moricetown on whose work I reported favourably. 

Mr Cleveland is of course a Catilic and is 
recommended by the Catholic Church authorities of the Archdiocese 
of Vancouver. I have instructed him to write direct to His 
Excellency Bishop Bunoz in the hope that the Bishop might give 
him the Moricetown nomination, I am prepared to recommend 
Mr Cleveland for such a position, and should he obtain the Bishops 
nomination and the Department's appointment I shall give him 
several hours' instruction in this office previous tokis 
departure forthe school. \ \

On the authority of the second paragraph 
of Departmental letter 151-22-1 of the 18th instant I 
have accepted as teacher of the Old Fort Babine Indian 
day school for the academic year 1959-40 Mr. N.R.Barwick, 
nominated by His Excellency Bishop Bunoz, 0.M.I. 


His Excellency recommends strongly the 
appointment of this man, who is married, twenty seven years 
of age, and with one child, Mrs Barwick was a nurse before 
her marriage. 

In Mr Barwick's application he states that 
he has a First Class Alberta certificate and a little over 
three years experience in that Province. He has taken some 
courses at the University of Alberta Summer School. He does 
not furnish copies of his inspector's reports, but states 
that they were above average. The recommendation he receiwed 
on his resignation from the Alberta Provincial School at 
Analta is good, 


As there are no available Catholic teachers, 
suitable for such a position, holding B.C.certificates 
Inspector Barry recommends that the nomination of Mr, Barwick 
by His Excellency Bishop Bunoz be accepted. 


Acting Indian Agent Mallinson of the Dabine 
Agency is being instructed to have Mr. Barwick fill up the 
questionnaire C150-52 and to render the new teacher all 
necessary assistance so that the Old Fort Babine Indian 
day school may be opened for the new term at the beginning of 
October.

of these trappers Tr n for some months in the village. 


r. wallinson further states that an indian vay 
chool at vid rort sabine could be operated with success 
from January lst to May Slst.

It is obvious from the information given by 
ir. indian Agent wallinson thet if the indian way school 
be re-established at Uld vort Habine, it should be on the 
basis of a five month seasonal school, operated from van- 
uary lst to May Slst yearly. 


it should, i think, be remembered that ina 
Departmental letter you were informed that the vepartment 
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had decided not to operate seasonal schools in the north, 
due to the need for strict economy. i am very doubtful 
that the average attendance in the past would warrant the 
establishment of even a seasonal school at Uld sort sabine. 


the vepartment does not own any building at vuld 
rort Babine and if it is decided to establish a seasonal 
school at that point, it will be necessary to rent accomo- 
dation both for the school and for the teacher. 


in Departmental letter 151-9A-1 of August 29th, 

quoted above, it is stated that Bis Excellency Bishop Bunoz 
has nominated Miss Catherine Finan for the post of teacher 
at Old Fort Babine. No information whatever is given with 
regard to the qualifications of the above named person who 
is quite unknown to me. I may say, however, that I am very 
strongly opposed to the appointment of single ladies at sucu 
out of the way schools. 


Finally, I may say that I regret that under war 
conditions necessitating strict economy, it is impossible 
for me to recommend the establishment of even a seasonal 
school at Old Fort Babine.

Dear Sir: 


I have to refer to your airmail letter of the 29th 
ultimo, your file 159-94-1, regarding the Old Fort Babine 
Indian Day School. The question of reopening this school has 
been carefully discussed with Capt. Barry, whose letter to me 
of August 3lst in the matter is enclosed. 


If the school is to be Operated at all, it should be 
on a five months' basis, but as the Department has already 
informed this office that owine to lack of funds it was found 
hecessary to close a number of these seasonal schools, there 
could hardly be much justification to open this one, especially 
in view of the low average attendance, 

In view of the unfortunate experience we have had with 
the last single young woman who taught at the Old Fort School, 
I consider the Department would be well advised to insist on 
the appointment of a male teacher, if and when the school is 
opened. 


Under existing conditions and in view of the small 
attendance and Inspector Barry's report, I can not see that we 
would be justified in opening the Old Fort Babine School at 
the present time, The matter could come under review again 
Should there be reasonable assurance of a substantial increase 
in attendance. In the meantime I would recommend that no action 
be taken to reopen this school.

I 
Have had a good musical training and am quite proficient on the 
piano or organ. I can give lessons on these instruments. While 
here I have assisted the Church choir in their work.

I will do all in my power to help the people of Kitwancool. As 
you advised, I will postpone my proposed visit to Kitwancool, and 
am leaving on today's boat for my holidays. My address will be 
Norman Green, P.O. Box 58, Fernie, B.C. I will most surely call 
on Capt. Barry while in Vancouver, as I had already intended to. 

I hope you have already communicated with the Department regarding 
Kitwancool and please let me know as what you hear as soon as 
possible. 


If my appointment is certified by the Department 
I will be getting married in August. My fiance has been employed 
at the Elkhorn Indian School for the past five years and has 
worked in all the various positions filled by lady staff members.

A new day school has just been epened on 
this Reserve and it is expected that all children of 
school age will attend regularly. You should point 
out to the Indians that children ere not eligible 
for higher education until they have completed the 
elementary school course. Speaking generally it 
has been found that it is inadvisable to encourage 
Indien ehildren to take higher education as in many 
eases the results do not compensate for the extra 
expenditure inourred. However, if et some time in 
the future there is any outstanding pupil in the 
Kitwaneool sehool who has secured his entrance 
standing you might bring his case to our attention.

I am enclosing petition to the Department of Indian 
Affairs, said to be on behalf of the Kitwancool Band, in the 
Babine Agency. This petition, as you see, deals with a 
request for higher education. 


I might point out to the Department that this Band 
have only just been supplied with a new school, and as far 
as higher education is concerned, if it should turn out to be 
advisable, which I doubt, it is a matter that can be dealt 
with at a later date. They also state in this petition that 
they want to be self-supporting, end I am sure the Department 
will not object to this. 


Inspector Pragnell informs me that these Indians are 
very fond of long-winded petitions, particularly the so-called 
president and vice-president, and as you know they have given 
considerable trouble in the past. However, they are a fairly 
energetic Band, though the Chief and Councillors are rather 
inclined to be self-important. If the Department sees fit to 
answer this petition, through the Indian Agent, I should suggest 
that they be informed that the Department is pleased to hear 
that they do not wish to be a charge on the Government, and that 
the matter of higher education can only be taken up when these 
Indians show fitness for it, and when money is available, but it 
naturally means that they will have to use existing institutions 
for that purpose. To build and run such a one at Kitwancool, 
itself, would be too expensive and not reasonable, and a High 
School as suggested there would, unless there were large numbers, 
necessitate much expense.

I enclose herewith Mr. Indian Agent Mallinson's 
letter of the 15th instant, together with a telegram 
received from Bishop Rix dated the 8th instant, with 
reference to the appointment of a teacher at Kitwancool 
Indian Day School, the suggestion being that Mr. J. Hayhurst 
of Kitwanga be given the position. As the Department is 
aware, Mr. Hayhurst is the husband of the teacher of the 
Indian Day School at Kitwanga. Kitwancool is about 16 
miles by trail from Kitwanga. 


There has been considerable discussion in the 
past with the Bishop who has been endeavouring to have 
Mr. Hayhurst appointed at other Indian Day Schools, one 
of which was discussed in my letter to the Department of 
December Sth last, your file 168-35-1, when the Bishop 
proposed to send Mr. Hayhurst to Lakalsap Indian Day School 
at Greenville, a very considerable distance from Kitwanga. 
It was pointed out at that time that Mr. Hayhurst had no 
professional qualifications as a teacher and that the em- 
ployment of a man and wife at two different schools by this 
Department might be subject to criticism. JI have no reason 
to change my opinion other than that Kitwancool is fairly 
close to Kitwanga. 


If the Department wishes to accept the nomination 
and appoint Mr. Hayhurst in view of the present shortage of 
teachers, I would recommend that this be considered by a 
temporary appointment only and that an effort to secure a 
qualified teacher for the position be continued, and if one 
can be secured that Mr. Hayhurst be replaced by a teacher 
better qualified to fill the position.
